18.— Only C'alif"r:ua of all the 
world couM have produced such 
a battle of flowprs as took place 
here to-day. It was the terniina- 
tioh of the annual floral festival of this 
. . historic town and eclipsed anything ever 
. «een here. It was brilliant, gorgeous— 
Jike a splendid fiesta of medieval Venice or 

■ Florence, when the city of flowers laughed 
through endless mirth and music Such a 
riot of color and merriment, such a suc- 
cession of happy faces, such wealth of 
myriad flowers never before challenfred 
criticism or extorted appreciation from 
the veriest cynic. No >:uidow of lucre 
reste<3 upon it. It v.a- S.mta Barbara's 
show of flowers, and rej resented just what 
Califo'-nia can do as the Queen of the earth 
and the garden of the world. 

As t he day of days dawned for Uie great 
£oral procession and blossom iwttle, anz- 
ibtis eyes were turned to the sky and ocean, 
bat nature had determined to co-operate 
•with her children, the flowers, to crown 
Santa Barbara with honor, and the result 
of her care was a perfect day. Never was 
there held a more entirely successful 'fete. 
Weeks and even months of preparation 
found their climax in the bewilderingly 
beautiful procession of to-day. 

Flowers and designs and costumes and 
vehicles and horses and mules, and groups 
have had to lie arr.nnged for with painful 
minuteness. All the previous entertain- 
ments of the fete were as straw in the bal- 
ance compared with this vast outpouring 
of the people of tlie town and visitors from 
the north and south to testify to the in- 
terest awakened by the battle of roses. 
Stereotyped procession.s there have been 
before, comprehending all schemes and 
catchy devices, but a festival purely of 
flowers comc-s clo.sest to the heart of the 
child of nature and is undc-stood and | 
lo^'l} by every one. !fo exhibitor went to ' 
a florist's and ordered a setjdesign so many | 
-fcet long and so aiany high at ao much per 
foot. ' 

Every exhibitor |rat his or her native 
ingenuity to work and devised something 
in all innocent rivalry that would surpass 
his or her ne! L-hi 'r. Patches of flowers 
■were carefuiiy v.atere.l and watched, espe- 
cially beautiful varieties became objects of 
covetousness. and the very children learned 
■to lisp the names of rare botanical speci- 
■jnens and bold their fraitile blossoms in 
'high honor. The glory of the town was at 
'etake and the pride of California. So no 
I«ains were spared and nothing neglected 
to insure a success.

. prognostications of disappointmenta. The

SANTA BARBARA, Gal., April 18.- 
Very soon the yellow ribbons of the mem- 
bers bearing the legend "Onited Cal- 
ifornia" were scattered all over the carnival 
town. By 2 o'clock, tbe time set to start 
the procession, everything was in readi- 



ness. The Bun shone brightly upon State 
street, lighting up such a gayjscene as has 
seldom been witnessed. The sidewalks 
were crowded with expectant sightseers 
and the vanguard of the parade was gath- 
ering at the corner of Haley and State 
streets. 

The work of gathering the clans was no 
light one. Great floats of elaborate con- 
struction cams rolling stolidly down the 
street, stoppint; everything. Then dainty 
liule cavaliers would ramble aindcssly 
alone, absorbed in their own trranJeur and 
finery. Rival exhibitors would meet and 
stand to discuss merits and prospects 
iHitil the aids to Grand Marshal Maguire 
might have i)cen excused for becoming 
perfectly distracted. But they kept cool 
and directed every one coolly and good- 
naturedly. Then Ronoovieri's l>and ar- 
rived, and shortly after 2 o'clock the great 
i floral parade started. The route was 
' an entirely straight one up State street to 
\ the tribunes, where it doubled back, and, 
j after a slight detour, made' another and 



more of course and those who captured 
the taste as cute or smart or who seemed 
especially ridiculooa were recipients of par- 
ticular attention. 

The air was filled with flying blossoms. 
Tbe pavement was covered ankle-deep with 
them. The horses' hoofs crushed the sweet 
fragrance out of them, crushed to make a 
Santa Barl>ara holiday, a proud death for a 
flower to die. 

Some times the pelted took heart of grace 
and pelted back, and the fun was fast and 
furious. The cries, true-rippled laughter, 
the swish of swiftly hurled bouquets, the 
trample of lioofs and the rolling of wheels 
made up a rare babel of sounds. All there 
were dazzled with a kaleidoscope of color 
and design. Here was a California triumph 
at its height. Strangers from abroad who 
had witnessed ticstas "as nice and else- 
where" acknowledged that they had never 
seen anything to equal it. And so the 
battle raged, and finally the shots became 
scattering and the prizes were awarded. 

Then tbe people slowly wended their 
way home, sated with delight for a year, 
but promised to spread abroad their opin- 
ion of the festival, which will make Santa 
Barbara famous wherever flowers are 
loved. In the evening there was another 
crowd at tbe second Roncovieri concert at 
the pavilion. To-morrow will come the 
big ball at the pavilion, for which the ad- 



One of the features of the procession was 
the beautiful float entered by J. \V. Cooper 
and A. B. Cameron, the latter Ijcing the 
designer. The float was intended to repre- 
sent mtisic and was drawn by three splen- 
did white horses harnessed abreast. In 
the center was an immense lyre covered 
with wisteria blossoms and with smil^ 
twined around the strings. 

Festoons of lavender«olared bnnting 
radiated from the top of tbe lyre to four 
pillars which were placed at the comers of 
the float and bad smaU harps on their 
tops. Around the edges of the vehicle ran 
five lines representing the staff, upon 
which were placed musical notes worked in 
wisteria blossoms. Four ladies dressed in 
classical costumes of white sat around the 
lyre and each played some musical instru- 
ment. They were: Miss Arbuckle of 
Portland, Or. ; Miss Bntterlield of Boston, 
and Miss Bliss and Miss Bates, both of 
Santa Barbara. Behind them were Messrs. 
Frank Bliss and Reginald Fernald as 
trumpeter, both dressed In Roman cos- 
tumes. Mr. Cameron, who also war dressed 
as a Roman, was the driver. Each horse 
was led by a black footman and the wheels 
were hidden by the low frame covered with 
bunting, over which trailed sprays of Eng- 
lish ivy. On each side were two wreaths, 
each with a puir of trnpipets crossed be- 
hind them, ami between these were harps 
of wisteria blossoms. 

Very elaborate was the float presented 
by Court T'i-, A. (). F. of A. It represented 
a forest scene composed of a wilderness of 
trees and shmbs interspersed with wild 



slender stem of an enormous calla, fash- 
ioned entirely of calla blossoms. 

In the center of this huge flower, clad in 
a yellow gown, and representing its yellow 
center, sat Gwendolen Lee Low, Mrs. 
Low's dainty little daughter. The per-

One could see arch after arch of various 
colors and composition iu a vast area, 
spreading away into tlie far pf rsjiective. 
Thestores wef all rlo-ed. business having 
been tliro«-ii to the winds. The townfolk, 
the countryfolk and the visitors stood 
along tbe streets, laughing, criticizing, ap- 
plauding the mishaps of the contrary mules 
or prancing horses, of entangled vehicles 
or loosed decorations which only added 
zest for new comment and enjoyment. 
Babies were held on shoulders and even 
tbe dogs were garlanded as tbe procession 
went by that all might participate in the 
prettiest festival of the earth. 

Slowly arch after arch was passed amid 
a rain of ejaculations of delight from the 
crowded balconies and winslows until at 
last the entrance to the tribunes was 
reached. The tribunes had been beseiged 
at an early hour by holders of tickets and 
late comer; had a poor chance of a seat. 
The judges were arranged along tbe lowest 
tier of seats in the center of tbe grand 
stand and as the bead of the line entered 
at once proceeded upon their diflScult 
ta.sk. 

The tribunes ' were crowded with the 
gayest of the gay. Every one had brought 
flowers made up into bunches to use as 
ammunition in the forthcoming engage- 
ment. Big baskets and sacks of roses and 
many other kinds bad been provided and 
every one wanteil a front scat. The 
smooth asphalt pavement between tlie 
tribunes was perfectly swept and gave no 
hint of the devastation that was to be. 

First came the hand forty pieces strong, 
follo^^ by a long double line of Olympia 
marines drawing a floral model of the 
great cruiser. The boys in bine received a 
special ovation, tbe crowds of ladies and 
gentlemen and children rising to their 
feet and cheering as many bouquets were 
bnrled at the bronzed cheeks e.xpanded in 
an amiable, self-satisfied grin. No one 
enjoys a frolic ashore more than Jack, and 
he fully appreciated the fact that his was 
a place of honor. Then came the floats, 
followed by decorated surreys, spring 
wagons, farm wagons, phaetons, carts, 
four-in-bands, six apd eight in bands, 
equestrians, children's vehicles, sulkies, 
novelties, cavalcades and cyclists.

ALL THE FLOATS IN LIME. 

Among All tlm Wonders on AVIieels Most 

Noticeable Is the Fl€»r»l 
Olympia. 

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., April 18.— 
There was no exhibit in the procession 
which called forth such ciieers as the float 
representing the Olympia, preaented to 
to the cruiser by Chariea B. Tidball, the 
designer and decorator, and hauled by 150 
marines of her crew. All ' of the sidlors 
were in uniform, and in honor of the occa- 
sion wore garlands of roses. The cruiser 
was on a raised platform of roses and was 
thirteen feet long and thirteen feet tall to 
the tip of her masts. Here port holes 
were worked with scarlet geraniams and 
her smokestack of black pansies. 

After tbe men had hauled the heavy 
float a couple of turns therwere relieved 
from further duty and invited to seats on 
the tribunes, where they were am'ong the 
most delighted observers, joining in hear^ 
cheers when their eyes were caught with 
some exhibit more stranee than the aver- 
age. 

An elal>oratc entrj- in the procession was 
A. M. Ruiz' areat float, winch received 
first recognition at the hands of the judges. 
The body of this mammoth vehicle was 
covered with pink roses, with occasionally 
a panel of red roses and festoons of yellow 
roses falling above. In the center was a 
great conch shell, wrought in pink and 
yellow roses, occui>led by Miss Lucy 
Ruiz, a beautiful brunette, very simply, 
but exquisitely robed in white, adorned 
with rosebuds and wearing a little golden 
crown. 

The Grecian canopy above was worked 
in roses and smilax. The Qoeen's attend- 
ants were three wee boys clad in tight suits 
of gilded armor, the .Masters Teagiie, 
Mower and Bartley, one of whom, seated 
before the throne, appeared to lie driving a 
pair of white swans wrought in white 
roses, while tbe remaining two were astride 
another pair. Conspicuous features of the 
float were the flower-covered dragons with , 
gilded heads. It was drawn by four milk- i 
white horaea hanHnsed with puk allk. i 



flowers. The body of the float was covered 
thickly with a sward of green Spanish 
moss. Toward the rear portion was erected 
a solid looking arch against which was rep- 
resented the well-known tmbleui of the 
Foresters — an eye in among the horns of a 
great elk's be.ad flanked by two boys, one 
bearing? a rille and tbe other a bow and ar- 
row. The arch was surnuiunled witli 
two American flags clutched by a great 
eagle. On tbe side of the float appeared 
the letters "A. O. P. of A." and "C. O. F.!' 
The arch was almost covered with white 
lilies and white roses and the letters "L. 
tJ. B. C." were worked into one of the 
panels. Red, white and blue were tbe 
patriotic colors in the combination of flow- 
ers useil. A natural rockwork tilled the 
hollow of the arch. This creditable float, 
whii h nttra<'led much attention, was 
drawn by four line horses covered with 
forest green. 

Perhaps the most peculiarly Califomian 
float was that of the days of '49, presented 
by tbe Banneiinan lirothers. It under- 
went three distinct ehaiiKes in the course 
of the day, and showed the original rain- 
ing times— the time when gold was plenti- 
ful, and the present time when the miners 
were civilized and were rougbing it, in the 
way 1895 calls roughing it. Tbe first pic- 
ture showed the rough-clad miners, gold 
rockers, pans, picks, cooking kettles and 
tent. They were decorated in wild oak 
vines and flowers, chiefly lilies. The sec- 
ond was slightly changed, Ibe miners now 
being engaged in playing for tbe dust at 
seven-tip. The third scene showed the 
erstwhile miners in store clothes, camping 
out in the luxurious style of tlie day. 
They had a bc-ribboned guitar, a ham- 
mock and quaffed wine in happy fashion. 
The original designers of the float were : 
J. J. Bannerman. A.'J>. Bannerman, U. 
Packard, J. H. Hoover and D. A. Basser, 
who occupied the interior. The float was 
drawn by four spanking bay horses abreast 

"W. 8. Lew's spirited gray six-in-hand are 
known all over California as the hand- 
somest in the State. On this occasion he 
added another pair of gray horses to the 
number, making a sui)erb eight-in-hand, 
and the vehicle they drew was one of the 
great sights of the festival. The great 
nine-seated tallyho coach, with its body 
unusually high, had exceedingly graceful 
lines. High above the seats was a canopy, 
lily covered, and upon the center of . this 
stood a great California bear, emblem of 
the State, fashioned entirely of lilies. The 
seate were filled with eight little girls and 
eight little boys, with three ladies, aH fan- 
feifully dressed in yellow and white. From

Bach pony 
was led by a boy dressed in an old- 
fashioned footman's costume. 

Milton Stewart, as Sir Latmcelot, was 
mounted on a black horse and wore a 
black velvet knight's costume with a 
doublet of Duchess roses. Tbe saddle- 
cloth was covered with Spanish moss and 
Duchess roses. Garlands of pink roses 
were fastened on the bridle and mar- 
tingale. 

The vehicle entered in class B this yp.ir 
by C. H. Frink was an open landau, its 
graceful lines completely hidden from 
sight with a covering of doth of gold, fol- 
lowing a scroll design on the sides, the 
back and the wheels. Over this glittering 
ground white netting was draped, soften- 
ing the effect, and this was in turn studded 
with wbite roses. In the vehicle were 
seated four charming little girls — Alice 
Day, Bertha Gregory, Florence Thayer and 
Florence Hassingcr— wearing white satin 
gowns, white bonnets and carrying white 



in lavender ribbons completed the har- 
monious picture of this modern Saladiu.

The ladies 
wore lavender ohiltoh and carried -parasols 
to match. The harness of the dapple gray 
horse was simply covered with ribbons of 
lavender hue.

The 
flower favored was the Ducness rose, and 
the ladies were radiant in pretty gowns of 
pink chiffon trimmed w-ith satin ribbons.

In one phaeton Mrs. Tapely and Mrs.

Both ladies 
wore pink crepe. Over 6000 roses were 
used in the pretty exhibit. 

Antonio Guiterrez, a little fellow, ap- 
peared in Mexican costume on a pony with 
a lirodicea saddlecloth and decorated with 
duchess roses. 

The aids of the grand marshal were: 
Frank A. Conant. Hollister; L. F. Lamb,

The carriage was decoraed 
proftisely with tnarigdld, the back of the 
vehiele having been curved np over the 
heads of the occupants, ^here it formed a 
canopy of one solid mass of golden blos- 
soms. Miss Fairbank and Miss Oolt were 
much admired in their low buggy, which 
was decorated with sweet jieas of pink and 
white variciifs.

On the tiger's seat in the rear 
sat little Ruby Garland and beside her a 
tipped basket lay. with roses apparently 
fallinir fn m it.

Next to the floats the most beantifnl 
entry in the procession was the ofren lan- 
dau belonging to Dr. Richard J. Hall, 
president of the Flower Festival Associa- 
tion. The vehicle, pole, singletree. %vhcels, 
body and even the running gear beneath 
was covered with pink carnations of that 
delicate shade known to floricoltarista as 
La Infanta, artistically mingled with 
l^mys of feathers the same shade. The 
vehicle was lined with pink satin and in it 
eat pretty, dark-haired Sarah Boyce, the 
davghter of W. A. Boyoe of 8mi Fran- 
cisco. 

The young lady's dress was a dream j 
that is hard to describe. It was a watered j 
changeable silk, apple-green and pink, \ 
with a pink satin stripe. The hat was an 
imported one from Pans, entirely of pink 
roses, with a rim of green leaves around 
'the crown, and a green pompon with two 
tan-flhaped rhinestone ornaments on either 
aide. The gloves were pink and of shotilder 
length. The parasol was of pink silk. 
The driver, Steven Yalenzuela, wore a 
stunning costume of pink satin, embroid- 
ered with silver. Four prancing blacks 
drew the vehicle, each in pink li:'.riii"-H and 
elaborately trimmea witn pink carnatiujis, 
■wearinu heavy collars of the blossom and 
even having the flowers entangled in their 
Jetty manes. Accompanying this vehicle 
were six Spanish out-riders in ancient cos- 
tumes, brought together from the hoarded 
heirlooms in many an inlaid chest. 

Six yonng men— Jerry Baron, Charles 
and Victor Orella, Aleck Rnise, Bernar- 
dino Dupuy and Henry MontaiM— Also ac- 
companied the vehicle. They rode hand- 
some black horses, richly decorated with 
pink carnations. The beauty of this turn- 
out and its decorations, the charming fea- 
ture that it represented and the popularity 
of the sweet-faced girl in tliis her old home, 
aroused the heartiest enthusiasm when- 
ever it came in sight, which found expres- 
sion in cheers and showers of roses which 
threatened to smother the fair occupant. 

Henry Short* s wheel was completely dis- 
cniaed and the rider hidden from sight t>e- 
neatii a model monitor, cream roses, edged 
with red roses, and turret of little hukilM, 
from which protruded four cannons, ar- 
ranged to fire rose petals. C. V. Curryer 
and Basil Faulding accompanied it as ma- 
rine pages. 

Harlcigh Leete was dressed as a Spanish 
picador in ablack velvet costume, triuuued 
with gold braid and crystal embroidery. 
His black bone was deoontsd with mari- 
golds. 

Harold Spence rode a fine bay horse, his 
decoration being of glazen wood roses. 

George Courley and Qeorge Backiis in 
pirate yachting costume, accomplished 
wheelmen, navigated the streets with a 
span of bicycles, which formed the foun- 
dation for a graceful craft, the yacht Flora, 
otherwise dubbed Lesto'a ghost. White 
filb net studded with pink rosebods and 



wild hyacinth formed the sails, and the 
ropes were woven ot the hyacinth. The 
anchors were wrought of white marguerites, 

and Duchess roses on a ground of gray 
moss formed the keel. The craft was a 
model yacht of the modern pattern, with 
the masts and sails of the approved trim, 
martingale, spreader and all details com- 
plete. 

The three little daughters of Railroad 
President Green, whose family are winter- 
ing in ;^aDta Barbara— Marjorie, Doris and 
Phyllis— riul' in a cart decorated with the 
feathery wild mustard. Their gowns were 
of white swivel-silk, with deep ruffles ot 
lace, and they wore white straw hats 
trimmed in yellow. Their white horses 
were trimmed with the same^right blos- 
soms. Their page. Arthur Smith, was cos- 
tumed in wliite and yellow. 

An eiitirelv novel coloring was noticed 
in the d. rnrations of tlie cart entered by 
Messrs. Evans and Sedgwick, their flower 
being the bright magenta bougainvilla. 
Mrs. Roberts and Miss Rogers, the ladies 
who rode with them, were very simply at- 
tired in white muslin. 

H. F. Hnnt md Miss A. N. Edwards 
drove in a pliaeton which was transformed 
into a great flower basket covered with 
pink duchess rosebuds. Mr. Hunt was 
costumed in white and Miss Edwards in 
pink. 

Miss Chamberlain and Miss Howard, two 
pretty blondes wearing cream ciilnre.i 
gowns, green sashes and simple straw hats 
trimmed with green, drove in a litightoii 
trap which was one of the prettiest ami 
one of the most elaborately decorated 
vehicles in the procession. The entire 
body, wheels and nmning gear wen cov- 
ered with mess and green satin and the 
decorations were of white violets in great 
quantity with, the delicate tbiiage of the 
climbing asparagus and Banksia roses. 
The harness of the span of white horses 
was covered with green satin and decorated 
with white violets. Behind them sat Henry 
Howard attired as a footman in white and 
green with a snow white Bsqaimanx dog 
beside him. 

Peter Save, in an o' l silver-embroidered 
Spanish costume, rode a bay horse elab- 
orately decorated with pink and white car- 
nations and Banksia roses. 

Kinton Stevens, a director of the Flower 
Festival Association, was disgtiised. as an 
Arab sheikh. He wore a genuine green 
burnouse over his white cotton costnme, 
and his richly-colored turban was another 
relic of the far East. His long Arab gun, 
silver-hilted dagger and his spear were all 
genuine. His white horse wore a silver 
bridle and his decorations were chieliy of 
the mesembrcanthum. 

A. Lorenzo Goux, a tiny boy of six. 
mounted on a white horse, represented 
George Washington as a general, and was 
attired in a Continental military costume 
of white satin, with a cooked hat and 
powdered wif; and queue. 

One of the most charming novelties en- 
tered was a Roman chariot of graceful 
forms drawn by three cream-colored horses 
abreast. The shell-like vehicle was covered 
with yellow marguerites, and a yellow V- 
shaped canopy covered with yellow mar- 
guerites and fringed with papyrus rose on 
a slender stem high above the heads of the 
slim girl-drivers. 

Constance C. Delaney and Mabel N'iion. 
both of whom wore Roman costumes of 
yellow silk and were bareheaded, with 
their hair banged close the head and con- 
fined by golden fillets. Behind them was 
perched a little Nubian slave and a pair of 
jet black Nubian warriors, barelegged, in 
yellow costumes, ran at their horses' heads. 

Another novelty was the grain-seeder 
entered by Mr. Funnereau of Santa Ynez. 
This was tastefully trimmed with gray 
moss, wild hyaciutbs and pink roses and 
drawn by two gray horses with lavender 
harDess.*Mr. Fonnereau and a friend, co»> 
ttuned as gentlemen farmers, in white, with 
broad-trimmed hats, were the occupants. 

The football club of the Santa Barbara 
High School turned out in force in a hand- 
some float, representing a Venetian gon- 
dola floating on a blue sea, wrought in 
wild hyacinths. The gondola w.as com- 
pletely covered with white rosebuds, with 
a border of red roses about its deck. 

Under a rose-covered canopy four tron- 
badors, in appropriate costume, with 
stringed instruments, played Venetian 
airs as they passed the tribunes and were 
rewarded with a volley of flowers. The 
boatmen, in white costumes, with scarlet 
and blue sashes, plied flower-trimmed 
oars. These were impersonated by Gasper 
and Frank Lopez, George Bond and 
Tiiomas Stoddard. 

Peveril Meigs and Fayette Birtch, in 
white costumes with gay sashes, officiated 
as gondoliers plying flower-trimmed oars. 
Others in costumes were William Metcalf, 
Francis Lord, Robert I>ehman, Duncan 
McDuff, Estanislau Corderi and Joseph 
and Hicke Minassian. 

Mrs. Edwin Sawyer -and her friend, Miss 
Burling of San Francisco, attired in white 
gowns with blue ribbons, drove in a cart 
decorated with white marguerites and 
forget-me-nots. Their white hotse wore 
a pale bine satin harness with rosette 
blinders. 

One of the prettiest exhibits in the pro- 
cession parted with half its glory before it 
fell into line. This was entered by Bert 
and 0. N. Baker, and was richly trimmed 
with duchess roses, with brodiiea harps 
covering the hubs of the wheels. It was 
originally drawn by four spirited horses, 
but the leaders had considerable shperflu- 
ons spirit and broke their pink harness 
and crippled Bert Baker with a well-aimed 
kick, and bid fair to wreak vengeance on 
the entire class, but ooneloded to roll in 
the dust instead. 

The carriage consequently entered as a 
span instead of a four-in-hand, and the 
pretty girl occupants, Miss Buell and Miss 
Ida Dudden, daintily dressed in lace- 
trimmed pink gowns, lost their own pretty 
color and wore pale faces for the rest of the 
day. 

J. W. McCoy entered a cart drawn by a 
gray and white burro, harnessed tandem. 
Raymond Bates and Bell McCoy were the 
postilions. The cart was made in the 
Shape of a basket of Spanish moss with a 
handle of Duchess roses and aoacia leaves. 
Charlie Putnam on a white burro, and 
Albert Hardie on a black one, were the 
outriders. In the basket were I.ela Phelps, 
Angle Pearce, Blanche Hardy, Lester 
Phelps and Wallace McCoy. The burros 
had white bridles and collars of Duchess 
roses. 

Amy Broome was dressed in pink, with 
gauze pulls falling over her shoulders. She 
rode a wliite hotse wite a collar of Docbess 
roses. -Hcr^ddle was also deooiated^ith 
roses, and had a basket foil of them at- 
tached to it. The bridle was pink. 

A. Owen, as a vaquero, on a bay horse, 
made quite a hit. He wore chapareros of 
deer hide trimmed with jiink roses, and a 
shirt covered with yellow marguerites and 
California joppies. There was a line of 
calla lilies down each leg, and his som- 
brero was decorated with roses and chin 
straps of heliotrope. H. F. Barron wore a 
Mexican eoatnma of Uaok, with a silk 
sash. HtsooUarwasofdnehess roses, Slid 
he had a fine variegated serape. The bay 
horse he lode wore a collar of dnchess 
roses, and his sombrero had a band of 
duchess roses. 

John Goux wore a costume of white and 
lavender and rode a black horse. His sad- 
die, ueb and hatband weie eoreied with 



Brodlea«nd the bridle was wrapped with 
lavender silk. 

S. Lopez was dressed in a beautiful Mex- 
ican costrune of blacit with gilt trimmings. 
He rode a handsome dapple-gray horse, 
with a silver-mounted bridle and martin- 
gale covered with sweet peas. His costume 
was profusely decorated with pink nastur- 
tions and sweet peas. 

B. F. Hoffman was on a black horse and 
wore a sash of gold of Ophir roses. His 
saddle, bridle and trappings were decor- 
ated with the same roses. 

Those who enjoyed yesterday's proces- 
sion owe a debt to those who volnntarily 
sacrificed themselves to add the comical 
element which formed the high lights to 
the picture and relieved What might other- 
wise have been too severe an ethical 
strain. To this number belong D. W. 
Poeree and E. H. Thompson, two young 
business men held in high esteem here, 
who masked as Uncle Ephraim and Aunt 
Chloe in vivid darkey dress, seated in a 
vehicle covered with cotton and spangled 
with marigolds, drawn by three white 
donkeys harnessed tandem. These char- 
acters were capitally sustained, and added 
not a little to the general merriment. 

A spring wagon hidden in white lupine 
and gray tree moss was the decoration 
chosen by Owen Stafford of Montecito, 
who, with his sister, Clarinda, Miss Anita 
Podge and his brother, Percy M. Stafford, 
It ve a span of horaes with lavender har- 

I'ausy ("ooi>er, in a cream-colored dress 
and with t>elt and ool'ur of marigolds and 
wearing a peaKed hat with the same bril- 
liant flower, rode a black horse with a 
white face; the saddle-doth, bridio and 
collar were of marigolds. 

Margaret Fulton rode her pretty bay, 
Kitty, the decorations of the horse and the 
young rider being of white and yellow 
marguerites. A star-shaped hat and star- 
shaped collar of white marguerites with 
yellow centers were features of her dress. 

Mrs. Dreyfus and Miss Panchita Dibble, 
attired in white dresses with red trim- 
mings and accompanied by Mrs. Dreyfus' 
two pretty little boys, fancifully dressed in 
white breeches and scarlet coats and 
peaked red hats, occupied a phaeton richly 
trimmed with scarlet geranitmis. 

One of the most superb pieces of decora- 
tion in the exhibition was J. A. Fithian's 
open carriage, which was completely cov- 
ered with vivid red carnation pinks, the 
same rich decoration being applied to the 
black horses. Mrs. and Miss Fithian sat in 
the carriage, both attired in gowns exactly 
matching the color of their flowers. 

It has always been the custom of the 
Festival Association to enter into an ex- 
liihit of its own which docs not compete 
for jirizes, and this year the exhibit was a 
great float representing a Japanese tea- 
garden. The frame was constructed of 
bamboo, and blossoming fmit trees gave 
shade outside the canopy, where a number 
of pretty girls with pretty Oriental coiffures 
and artistic touches about their eyebrows 
were disguised so that their nearest friends 
failed to recognize them. Some little chil- 
dren, also in Japanese costume, chased 
butterflies under the trees, and the entire 
effect was extremely picturesque and pleas- 
ing.

Beautiful Marshallns atnd Meeting 
or the Little Onee Before 
Her Majesty. 



LOS ANGBLB8, Cal., April 18.— If 
the climax was not placed upon 
the licsta to<day, so far as its 
"features" are concerned, fancy 
will pau.se and await develop- 
ments. She will find it difHcult to conjure 
anything nrore l>eautiful than was the 
marshaling and massing the school chil- 
dren, with their bright faces, fiesta colors, 
small individual flags and big company 
banners, their tfain- voiced competitive 
school yells and their nnlted and mighty 
song of "America," massed as they were 
on the knoll in the park before tbe queen 
in the bright morning sun, with the 
crowded tribunes for the background and 
the spreadinc green of the park and the 
fiutteriui; flags of the MayiKiles aud the 
queen and her retinue high alxjve them. 

It was the first demonstration that had 
brought the Qu^en to her feet, and she 
would not have been the good merry- 
hearted Queen that she is if she could have 
resisted this. For, when the band struck 
the first noble note of "America," and all 
that throng of fresh-voiced children joined 
with and followed it through its majestic 
cadences and at the finish their leader pro- 
posed three cheers for the Queen, and 
every one of the multitude raised and 
waved an American flag, the color-bearers 
cif each company waving their big banners, 
while a great cheer ros" and ran down the 
line and came t>ack again, the thing was 
so inspiring and contagious that the trib- 
unes took it up and led tbe roar of thun- 
der to it; tbe press and reserved boxes 
flanking the throne on each side caught 
the contagion, and long before this the 
maids of honor, forming a bank ct white 
on the red steps of the throne, were wav- 
ing their white handkerchl^ in almost 
hysterical delight. 

And the Queen standing on her emi- 
nence smilingly waved her handkerchief 
in graeiuns and enthusiastic ackn. .■.vledge- 
ment and her ladies in waiting with her. 
It was an altogether refreshing thing fol- 
lowing as it doef the pomp and glitter of 
the ceremonies of the earlier days of tbe 
festival. 

The city has been owned all day by the 
children and th^y have shown that they 

know how to appreciate a festival built for 
fun. The element of the cap and bells was 
crowded out to give place to the simplicity 
of pleasure. The parks were turned into 
picnic grounds, where children were given 
every license And persistently kept on the 
grass. 

Their mothers and big sisters and fathers 
were with them with pionio-baskets and 
from snnnp to sundown it v^aa a big chil- 
dren's froUc. The streetcar companies 
had given the children oarte Idanche to- 
get to the park and the enter districts and 
loaded up the early-morning cars with 
early-morning children in a way that made 
them look like another procession of floats 
that might be happily designed to repre- 
sent spring. 

It is the only thing on all the gay pro- 
gramme to which the morning has been 
given, this festival of the children. And 
very happily so. It belongs to them. 
They have been preparing for their share 
of the f im for a long time and knew their 
lesson. The fiesta management had pro- 
vided a uniform cap for every child in the 
ranks, a blue, soft-crowned cap with a 
Maltese :ross on top with fiesta colors. 

Every boy provided himself with some 
other decoration of the orange, wine and 
olive, a rosette, a sack, and ut least the trio 
of ribbons in a buttonhole, and every little 
maid was dressed in white and wore her 
hat quite jauntily. 

' And every boy and maid alike carried a- 
small flag. They were marshaled in com- 
panies of fifty under the ' banners of their 
several schools, the banners being of in- 
finite design and taking their own litterties 
with colors. Most of them carried the school 
motto or some legend. 

The teachers of the schools had com- 
mand of the companies and Superintend- 
ent Search not only had command of all 
of them, bnthiauffl carried oU gitoy at 
the head. 

The Queen was on her throne with her 
retinue by the time all was ready, 
arrayed in new robes for tbe occasion— a 
dress all of the golden orange. Mrs. Frank 
Rader, first lady in waiting was dressed in 
a wine ookned gown and Mrs B. M. Boss, 
both of them beantifnl women, wore the 
olive. Here were the fiesta colors em- 
bodied on the throne. 

The order ol the children's parade was 
reversed from that of all the others, for 
they began at the park and, after passing 
before tlie (^>ueen, marched through the 
streets of the city. Perhaps it was because 
children rise earlier than Queens, but at 
any rate the parade, which started at 10 
o'clock, went over the route first — not such 
a long ronte as the others— and finished at 
the Park. The streets were filled to wit- 
ness it. 

There were at least 3000 children in the 
line, and the little red schoolhouse conten- 
tion is thought to have had little effect 
upon the original plans. All along the 
line the children were greeted by en- 
thusiastic applause, which they answered 
by their school yell, for nearly all of the 
companies seemed to have one. The pro- 
cession was led by Director-General May- 
berg, escorted by the Gentlemen's Riding 
Club, members of the City Council aud the 
Merchants' Association. Superintendent 
Search led the eehoolehildrea with the 
flag just behind the Bnrbank band. 

The company of High School cadets 
came immediately after, one of the classes, 
that of '97, wearing a uniform of cap and 
gown. Many of the other companies of 
boys dressed uniformly, while the girls 
were nearly all in white. The little people 
marched in such order as to prove careful 
previous training. It was 11 o'clock when 
the head of the procession entered the 
pa^k from Seventh street. It took the 
usual course round it, marching eight 
abreast. 

Arriving on the Hill-street side, they 
marched down the entire length of tbe 
square, baited, faced away from tbe 
(iaeen and awrdicd up to the tribonee 



opposite in dose order, then facing about 
toward the Queen. This gave the line to 
the rear room enough to march down the 
same distance and repeat the maneuver 
until all found room in the mall. Daring 
the accomplishment of this bit of military 
maneuvering the different coinpanies kept 
up a constant tire of their school yells, 
bandying raillery back and forth, the girls 
being (juite as much up to date in this 
matter as tlie boy.s. 

It required some time to pet the little 
army into place, although their drill wasa 
little less than perfect, the companlesobey- 
ing commands with a precision that could 
hardly have been expected of them. 

As they passed in front of the Queen's 
quarters, many of the companies per- 
formed a salute that provoked applause 
from the tribunes. Amid all the correct- 
ness and precision, proverbs and mottos, it 
was discovered that at least one school was 
not above its jest. That of .-Vnn street 
had surmounted its banners with a pale 
blue representation of a tamale. 

AVhen all was in readiness, the knoll be- 
ing now crowded with this army of chil- 
dren, stretching away in exact military 
lines, its banners of purple and gold catch- 
ing and holding the light of the sun as 
they hung still in the expectancy ol the 
moment; stiU, also, was the child army 
and long line of spectators. 

Tlie band has taken a position in the 
stand reserved fur it to the right of and be- 
low the Queen, and the gleaming brass are 
raised. The direi'tor raises his hands and 
there is a hush ever tlie great throng; he 
lets them fall, and the band, with an em- 
phasis designed to inspire the great chorus 
of little people, bursts into the first meas- 
ure of "America." 

The companies immediately in front take 
it up bravely enough, and from that point 
the waves run out to both extremities of 
the line, away down to Sixth street on the 
one side and to Seventh on the other, tbe 
sound swelling as it goes until it reaches a 
magnificent chorus. This is repeated in 
less degree with the beginning of each 
verse. It rather adds to the effect than 
otherwise, for it is in keeping with the 
fresh color of everything connected with 
this demonstration of the children. 

The volume is reached at this climax, 
and there is no appearance of overdrilling. 
The Queen is standing all the while as a 
sovereign should in the presence of this 
song and this scene. When it is finished 
the band retires from its position and there 
is another pause of just a moment, and 
then the leader proposes a cheer for the 
Queen. 

Kvery child within sound of his voice 
instantly answers with Hag in the air, and 
this, too, makes its run down the line 
swifter than the song and becomes one 
long-coptinued cheer or acclamation, the 
little fl^ waving like a field of wild flow- 
ers under a changing breeae. Tlie big ban- 
ners are lifted and dip back and forth. 
The band cannot keep silent and the bass 
drum and French horn become violently 
noisy. Tribunes join in the cheer, the 
maids of honor wave their white hand- 
kerchiefs and parasols. 

The Queen, in whose honor it is given, 
is waving her handkerchief in return. 
The cheer dies down and prows again 
louder and more exciting than before. 
The demonstration lasts for quite five 
minutes until it spends itself and the 
Queen takes her seat again upon the 
throne. 

Then there is tbe military feat to be 
performed of gettiiq^this army of little 
ones out of the gronnds in good form. It 

was accomplished very well, with military 
precision, in fact, but before it was done 
the lack of proper police arrangements 
manifested itself to ttie point of c<»Bider- 
able danger. 

Aftereach of all the demonstrations that 
have taken place here the people from the 
less favored tribunes have crowded down 
the line with the hope of getting a glimpse 
of the queen, and her majesty's carriage 
has had tbe greatest difficulty in getting 
through it for the approach to the throne. 
To-day this crowd fell in behind the last 
company of tbe first division of tbe chil- 
dren in such numbers that the police were 
simply lost in it. 

They crowded up to the Queen's quarters, 
men and women of all ages, some of them 
with children in arms. The carriage was 
tardy and the crowd packed itself solidly 
in the space vacated by the children and 
crowded upon the other divisions which 
had not been given a chance to form and 
made out in line with the first division. 
They were faced about, however, and 
march away in the narrow space they had 
held. 

The crowd quickly filled in to this and 
crowded upon the approach to the throne, 
where a number of women and children 
began to call for help. Committee men, 
who had been vainly begging the crowd to 
keep liack, now set to work to extricate 
these by ]<ulling them upon tlie redf«ar- 
peted platform. 

Others began to climb up, and It bMan 
to look as though the popu^£e wonld be 
crowding upon the throne itself, when out 
in the center of the throng two women 
fainted in quick succession. This had the 
effect of checking the crush as no police- 
man could. An opening was made, and 
women were carried away. 

The queen's carriage, arriving at the 
time, was able with some difficulty to 
make its way through, and the queen, who 
had been a somewhat alarmed witness of 
all this, drove away, her maids of honor 
following. 

It was now past noon and until night- 
fall, as stated, the children claimed their 
right to this, their day of the festival, and 
although they have not appeared much in 
Spring or Main streets or tbe other haunts 
of men, they have bad things all their own 
way in the parks. But with nightfall and 
when they are about to be tucked aWay in 
their little beds, the more Jaded revelers 
comes to the front again. 

This is the night of the great masque 
ball at the pavillion and a revel of laugh- 
ing maskers is in progress. The entertain- 
ment was begun with a few tumbling and 
vaulting feats by tbe aggregated athelctes 
01 the city, after which . the dance began 
and will continue thronghont the niglit.

Capture of the Last of a Once 
Famous Gang of Couh- 
terfeitera. 



They Disposed of Thousands of Gold 
Coins Minted In Their Moun- 
tain Cave. . 



RENO. N'ev., April 18.— The last of the 
biggest and boldest counterfeiting gang 
thai ever infested Nevada was arrested to- 
day. He has long been suspected, but di- 
rect proof was not obtained until Secret 
Service Agent of the Treasury IT.

The organization was composed of Chris

Their mint was in the mountains twenty 
miles away, and Grass supplied the sinews 
of war, while Richardson and Jennings 
molded and milled the coins. Koss was 
the outside agent and sold tne counterfeits 
to various agencies on the Pacific Coast. 
They manufactured ?5 pieces, and the work 
was so good that thousands of them were 
passed without arousing suspicion. 

When the gang learned thatGovemment 
officers were on their tiaii they broke camp 
and fled to Oregon. Jennings was caught 
some time ago and is now in jail awaiting 
trial. Richardson and Boss were arrested 
at Albany, Or., while at work on a ranch, 
and arrived to-night in custody of United 
States Marshal Henry Grady of Portland. 
Chris Grass was arrested as soon as the 
others reached here, so the quartet is ac- 
counted for. Grass gave bail and was re- 
leased, but the others are still in jail.

OMAHA, NxBB., April 18.— A special to 
the Bee from Pender, Nebr., says: A new 
phase of the trouble on the reservation 
developed to-day when Sheriff Mulliiis 
was captured by Indian police with drawn 
revolvers. At present the place of his 
contincment is a secret known to none of 
hi« friends. The Federal court ordered 
all evictions of settlers on account of the 
difference between the Indiati ap'n' and 
the Flouriuy l.aud Company to cease 
until a rehearing could be had on April 
22. The Indian police, however, have 
continued to eject settlers from the reser-' 
vation. 

The Sheriff of this county sectired a 
posse to-day, intending to surprise the 
Indians as they were ejecting settlers and 
arrest them. This morning he left for the 
reservation alone and at noon news of his 
arrest was reieived. Nothing has since 
been he.inl in regard to the Sheriff's 
arrest. It believed, however, that ho 
has been taken to ])akota City for a pre- 
liminary hearing liefore United .States 
Commissioner Spencer. No effort is being 
made to release- liim from theenstodyof 
Captain Beck until word can be received 
from the Attorney-General of the State, 
but in the event of the Sheriff being held 
by Beck he will probably be released to- 
morrow on a writ of habeaS corpus, that 
being the first and only procednre now 
talked of. 

There are conflicting rumors regarding 
the manner in which the Sheriff was ar- 
rested this niorning I'}- the Indian police. 
One rumor is to the effect that they read a 
warrant to him, which had been issued 
several days ago by United States Com- 
missioner Spentor at Dakota City, and 
which the Indian police have since been 
carrying around awaiting a chance to 
catch him on the reservation, while an- 
other rumor says that when the Sheriff 
arrived at AVaterman's place, the man 
whom the police were trying to di-po>-^e>s 
of his land, and attempted to read the war- 
rant for their arrest, throe or four of the 
Indians seized the Sheriff and handcuffed 
him, while others sUiod around with drawn 
revolvers as a warning for him not to re- 
sist the police. 

This story seems to be the most authen- 
tic and is generally accepted as reliable. 
While a good many were to-day inclined 
to censure the Sheriff for attempting the 
arrest alone, it is believed now he acted 
wisely, for it is thought that had a posse 
of men went there would probably have 
been several lives lost, and the Sheriff 
thought by going alone the Indiuiis would 
submit to arri st. Their action this morn- 
ing, however, confirms the story set afloat 
some time ago that Beck had instructed 
his police to resist arrest by civil authori- 
ties. Everything 'is quiet to-night, and 
there will be no move made by the authori- 
ties of this county or by a mob tn release 
the Sheriff through other than a legal pro- 
cess. 

10:50 p. M.— The Pheriff returned at 10 
o'clock. He was released on bail by a Jus- 
tice of the Peace.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 18.-Dr. 
Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister, was 
asked to-day concerning a report that Nic 
aragua desired that the present Nicaraguan 
Canal Company should surrender the con 
cession under which work has been done 
thus far and that the United States and 
Nicaragua should jointly undertake the 
future work as a governmental enterprise, 
Tbe Minister expUiued tbe report was due 
to a misapprehension. Tbe Nieaiagnan 
Qovemment had no wish, he said, tliat the 
company should surrender its concession. 
It had every conildenoe that the company 
would push the enterprise with all possible 
speed. 

Under the circumstances. Dr. Guzman 
said, the joint governmental action was 
not a live one and it was needless to spec- 
ulate on a contingency which Nicaragua 
did not regard as a remote possibility. 
The Government wanted to give every en- 
couragement to the company and did not 
want the impression to get abroad that it 
considered a fbrfeltnre Ukely or even pos- 
sible. 

Dr. Oiufflan says 'the misapprehension 
arose through crediting to him a statement 
which he bad communicated to the State 
Department as an inclosure. The state- 
ment bad been made during an interview 
between tbe United Htates Minister at 
Nicaragua and the (iovernment authorities. 
It was forwarded to Dr. Guzman and by 
him tciit to the State Department without 
any intention of indorsing the views.

Little Doubt That Khe Will Carry Out th* 
yiearaguan Claims.

TO HELP rRVlT-GROWERI^. 

An Effort Being Made to Collect Duty 
on Currants. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, AprU 18.— Secre- 
tary Carlisle and Assistant Secretary Ham- 
lin are interesting themselves in behalf of 
California smaU-fmit growers, to prevent, 
if possible, tbe free importation of currants 
into this country. Tha New York board of 
general appraisers recently decided that 
under the new tariff law all currants, save 
Zante currants, could be admitted free, 
and so for several days past the Treasury 
lAiianimui has re.eivrd a large number of 
prote.^tj af:aiiist alluwiiig this decision to 
stand. It is learned that yesterday Collec- 
tor Kilbratli, at New York, heard argu- 
ments on both sides of the question, and 
concluded the law was too plain to admit 
of any other construction than that given 
it by the board. 

The action of Congress in striking all 
currants from the dutiable list save those 
grown in Greece, dalled Zante currants, was 
a blunder, and yet the amendments made 
from time to time to the particular section 
plainly shows an interested purpose on the 
part of some to remove tbe duty from cur- 
rants. The Treasury officials have little 
faith in a favorable result, and will very 
likely appeal to the courts from the decision 
of the New York board on behalf of the 
small-fruit growers of tbe country. 

X-VCO.Tfjr-r.4jf REcrrrTS. 

The Amount Will Be Very Close to the 
Originat Batienate. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, AprU 18.-It is 
authoritatively stated at the Treasury De- 
pai-tment that reports of collectors so far 
received show that tbe amoimt of income- 
tax receipts no doubt will reach tbe esti- 
mate made before the decision of tbe Su- 
preme Court was rendered. This is inter- 
preted to mean about ^15,000,000. No 
information as to the number and amount 
of returns already reported is given out. 
Much to the surprise and annoyance of 
the ofiieials information re.iehed the de- 
partment from several cities that income- 
tax returns were still being offered, and 
asked for instructions. 

Several retnrns were offered to the officer 
for this city and he was instructed to re- 
ceive them, subject to whatever action that 
might be taken later.

WASHINGTON. D. C, April 18.— As- 
sistant Secretary Hamlin to-day issued a 
circular to Collectors of Customs directing 
that hereafter when any steamship from 
abroad shall reach her dock after the hour 
of sunset the baggage and effects of her 
passenirers, other than emigrants, may be 
delivered forthwith, wfiivlng the existing 
requirements so far as they may affect the 
treatment of passengers' baggage. In- 
spectors are cautioned to condiiot them- 
selves with patience and courtesy while 
examining baggage and are instrncted that 
the examinations are not so much with a 
view to the duties incidentally collected as 
to the prevention of intentional Tiolations 
of the customs laws. _

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 18.-I* te 
stated by diplomatic officials that the ex- 
tension of the Japanese-Chinese armistice 
to May 8 is in order that the peace terms 
maybe ratified by the respectiTe govem- 
ments. This brings ontfor the first time 
that the action of the peace envoys was not 
conclusive and that there is still a possibil- 
ity of a failnre to ratify tbe agreement. 

Accompanying this are the reports of 
pojiular agitation in Japan against the 
peace terms and the suppression of many 
newspapers which assail the government. 
This e.tpression of popular sentiment, 
coming at a time when the Japanese 
p.irliament wo.ild be called on to accept or 
reject the agreement, causes some appre- 
hension as to the outcome, though the 
government is expected to prevail and 
carry out its programme. 

It has been feared from the outset of the 
negotiations that the military element of 
Japan, encouraged by their constant vic- 
tories and supported by the universal war 
spirit among the people, could hardly be 
induced to accept moderate terms of peace. 

This was the main reason for making 
Priuce Komatsu commander in-chief of 
the army and navy, thus concentrating all 
military power in one man instead of 
leaving ~tt with the generals and a«U 
minis. 

The final terms are far short of what tlA 
radical element denianded. and the agit*> 
tion in Japan is taken to indicate that 
there will be some difficulty In getting the 

terras ratified. 

It is st:;tt d by a diplomatic official that 
China's ratification would be made by an 
edict cf th" Kniiieror. This iiotilication is 
accepted as certain, as the Emj.eror has 
already isi-ned a preliminary edict author- 
izing Li Hunt; Chung to accept the peace 
terms. Neitbertbe Japanese nor Chinese 
leiration here received any further details 
of the peace' tern!«. The attitude of the 
Japanese I-'ciremn t Hiii e in refusing to liiake 
an otlicial statement of the terms of peace 
meets with responsive action at the Japa- 
nese legation at Washincton. 

Little doubt is felt here that the reti- 
cence in ui.-closing the exact nature of the 
peace treaty Is due to a desire to wait until 
tbe document is ratified and thus placed 
beyond the reach of possible interference 
by the powers of Europe.

The central 
plantation, the property of Senor Nicolas 
Castano, situated near Manzanillo, has 
been bunitd by the rebels. Two million 
arrabos of sugarcane were destroyed. The 
advices do not show whether the machin- 
ery of the plantation was destroyed. 
Should the rebels burn many plantations 
the loss would be enormous. 
. It is stated on good authority that the 
' troops commanded by Colonel Santocilde 
have cooped up a band of insurgents in 
the mountains in the province of Santiago 
jde Cuba and that their capture is only a 
question of time. The rebels are making 
a stout defense and a very hot fira is being 
exchanged.

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What Rev. Dr. George Herron 
Said In His Lecture Last 
Evening.

An Able Comparison Between the 
Christian Ideal and That of 
Ai«arohy. 



For the fourth time the Rev. Dr. George 
D. Herron lectured to a large concourse of 
admirers in the Third Congregational 
Church last evening, the subject ot his dis- 
cour.se being "The Chrisfian State; the 
Redemption of Law from Anarchv." 

His central idea was to prove that true 
anarchy exists in this country more in the 
great corporations than in the individual ; 
more in those who use the laws of the land 
to farther their own ends than in those 
who fondly believe the laws were made for 
their protection. 

"There is no likeness between the 
Christian ideal and that ot the anarchist," 
he said in opening. 

The ''hristian organization of the State 
would be its perfection, the anarchist phil- 
osophy would be its destruetiiin. Accord- 
ing to the Christian philosophy of law, 
society is the end for which law exists. 
Society is the fuilillment of law, because it 
is the fulfillment of love. Not individual 
protection, but mutual association, is the 
end of law; not ipdividual rights, but 
mutual association In righteonsneia. No 
enforcement of law external to a man's 
nature can make him right or social ; it 
can only restrain him from outward acts 
of evil. 

"Probably not since the Roman age has 
such attention been given to statute-mak- 
ing as by our nation at this tin^e, yet in 
the common mind there is scarcely any 
longer a thought of our courts of law as 
having a relation to social justice. Our 
courts do not impress the publie tl.'Ttiuht 
with the moral majesty ana holy nature of 
the law. Law and justice have come to bo 
separate entities, which may incidentally 
unite. 

"The f.act abides and enlarges that our 
courts of law have ceased to be courts of 
justice in the public mind. No legal 
sophistries can conceal that one's standing 
in the processes of legal trial and judg- 
ment depends in a large decree 
upon the material interests which 
he represents, and his ability to 
nurchase technical skill. Even judicial 
decisions that are strictly according to the 
law are often so notoriously unjust when 
weighed by the social conscience .is to im- 
pose a wide and ominous distrust of l>oth 
legislators and courts. To say that an 
act is legal, and has been so adjudged by 
the judiciary, no longer necessarily means 
that it is just and right." 

Dr. Herron then went on to comment on 
the shameless manner in which the laws 
are being constantly violated by powerful 
corporations. The titter diarcparu for all 
law which they show, he said, was the 
true and most dangerous anarchy. 

"We have thus become," he said, "the 
most lawless and socially destructive of 
civilized peoples, and this is so because of 
our purely secular and individual conrep 
tions of law. We do not need to throw 
bombs to be anarchists. The open viola- 
tion of the interstate comnieree law by 
railway managements is anarchy. The 
use of our legislative institutions "for cor- 
porate private interests is a national an- 
archy of fearful character and danger, 
(.lur .Anarchists are among the politically 
cunning and unscmpulous, the socially 
stMBg and indastrially powerful, the vic- 
torfous competitors and spoilers of the 
people's substance, and the law itself is 
their instrument of an.Tn iiv. " 

In concluding the speaker commented 
freelv in the unnatural state of government 
which places the rights of property above 
everything else. 

.\iiiong the audience was Dr. C. 0. Brown, 
who has been so active in opposing Dr. 
Herron daring his stay here. He left im- 
mediately upon the conclusion of the lect- 
ure. .\hout the attitude of Dr. Brown 
toward him, Dr. Herron will say but this: 
"Dr. Brown is undoubtedly a very sincere 
man, and tlioroaghly belieVes thai what he 
is doing is right and that he is doing God's 
service."

The Fabian 
Club, as is well known, is organized on 
Hues closely sympathetic with the ideas 
advanced by the honored guest.

Duprcy, Rev. D. Han- 
sou Irwin. Kev. J)r. I'elew and wife of 
\Voodl.iM.i, .Mr. and Mrs. C. C. Terrill, H.

Dr. Herron arrived about 6 o'clock and 
for half an hour or more entertained the 
club with an interesting chat on the labor 
problems of the day. The club and its 
guest then adjourned to the large back 
parlors, where lunch was spread and 
around the banqueting board the evils of 
the hour and the remedies to be applied 
were elaborately discussed. 

Dr. Herron was called upon to express 
bim-elf upon all points about which there 
was the slightest doubt in the minds of 
the members of the club. The afternoon 
was in every respect a delightful one, the 
teachings of the disciple of sociology bieinc 
particularl y ente rtaining.

HIS MYSIERI0U3 NOTE, 



One of Senator Fair's for 
$300,000 of Which There 
is No Record. 



It Was Made In Favor of Senator 
Stanford— Believed to Be 
Boffua. 



A new mystery has appeared in the Fair 
estate, which although of lesser magnitude 
than pencil wills and unsuspected heirs, is 
still interesting. It is a note for $.W,<iO0 
made and signed by James Ti. Fair in favor 
of Lelaild Stanford. Stanford indorsed it 
over to some one unknown at this lime, 
and it was finally sent to the First N'ational 
Bank of this city for collection. The man 
who sent it g:ive his name and address as 
W. S. Howell, P. 0. box 1915, New Y'ork. 

The note isdatedfrom New York on May 
28, 1890, and as it was SO near maturity the 
bank officials sent it up to the office of the 
Fair estate at once. Tbe executors refused 
to honor the note. They said no record of 
any such transaction appeared on the 
books of the estate and they did not be- 
lieve the note was a genuine one. 

The Stanford estate is equally ignorant 
on the subject. Charles C,. l.athrop, secre- 
tary of the estate, s;iys there is no men- 
tion of any such note in any of his records, 
and he knows nothing whatever about a 
man named Howells, or that he ever 
bought a note from the late Senator Stan- 
ford. 

The note matures on Hay 28, and the 

First National Bank will again present it 
to the ?"air estate on that day for payment. 
Uf course payment will he refused, and the 
note will be returned to W. S. Howells, 
box 1915, New York. It is generally be- 
lieved that the note is a counterfeit, 
although both signatnrss, particttlarly that 
of iSenaior .»^tanford, bear every eriacnce 
of being genuine.

THE rS ESHO SIT UATION. 

The peo pie of Fresno are anxious to 

secure the Valley road, but before taking 
any aggressive step in the direction of se- 
curing it they desire to hear wliat the 
directors require of them. This is business- 
like and to the point. At the same time it 
is said that the people of the eountv are 
ready, not only to give a ri,;;ht of way en- 
tirely throufth the (ciiiity on whatever 
route the directors may select, but to do all 
the necessary grading besides. Whether 
or not this is to tie tbe extent of tbe aid 
which the coimtywill give to the enter- 
prise we have neither the authority nor the 
iuformaticm to anflounce, 

The proposition to do the grading, if it 
should be made, will be novel and attrac- 
tive and may serve as a hint to other 
counties. After harvest the teams will be 
idle for a time, and hence their employ- 
nitnt in this work would not be a great 
hardship on their owners. Furiiier than 
this, it is .'-aid that the farmers who do the 
grading will make a gift of their services 
outright to the company. This would save 
them the money requUed to be paid out 
if they should subscribe for shares, as some 
of this money would have to be used in 
doing the grading. As the county is over 
thirty miles wide the value of the donation 
will be great. 

At the same time it is learned that the 
Southern I'acific is overhauling the survey 
of its line from Merced to Sanger. This 
survey has been in existence for some time, 
but whether any of the right of way has 
been secured we are not informed. Such a 
line on the east side of the main line 
would serve the same purpose as tbe 
Porterville branch— a local line covering 
the rich and rapidly developing eastern 
ude of the San Joaquin. If thto Merced- 
Sanger line should be constructed in ad- 
vance of the i>eopIe's road it would pos- 
sibly hem in the latter line, just as a road 
to tap Visalia must be hemmed in. This 
would fasten the hold of the Sonthem 
Pacific on Merced, Madera, Fresno and 
Tulare counties so firmly that it would be 
difficult to organize a competition that 
could resist it. Such considerations make 
it all the more imperative that Fresno 
County should make its offer to the Valley 
road as generous as possible. 

Fresno County has very important inter- 
ests aside from its farming and fruit-grow- 
ing. Among these to lumber. There are 
two immense flumes in Fresno County— 
tbe Pine Bidge flume to Clovis, six or eight 
miles from Fresco, and the Kings Piiver 
llunie to ,'^anger, twelve or fifteen miles 
from Fresno, the terminals of both flumes 
being at branch railroads owned by the 
Southern Pacific. There is aiiotlier large 
flume at Madera. These bring d'>wn vast 
quantities of lumber from the mountains, 
which at tbe terminato is sawn and manu- 
factured into various articles, and thence 
shipped to all parts of the State. The 
freight revenues from this source are large, 
and if the Valley road, by tbe assistance of 
the people of Fresno, could secure this 
item of transportation, it alone would be a 
tempting consideration. 

In various ways the activities of Fresno 
are lieing developed. One strong company 
has been already formed to utilize the 
power of tie ,'^:in Joaquin River Falls, 
about tw enty-six miles from Fresno, in the 
generation of electricity, with which to 
light Fresno and run machinery. Anothe r 
such company to being talked of that will 
use the waste water-power of the Pine 
Ridge flume. The presence of the Valley 
road wotild be a great help to these enter-

The competing 
road, by breaking up the monopoly of 
transportation, will lead to a rapid and 
varied development of the rich resources 
of the San Joaquin, and the resulting 
products will be <rf a magnitude that may 
be Justly called imperial. San Francisco, 
as the great seaport of California, will 
gather a large profit from the handling of 
these products, and in return will aSord to 
the farmers of the San Joaquin a profitable 
market for their crops.

THE 8PB IHQ EXH IBITION. 

The spring exhibition of the Ban Fran- 
cisco Art Assoctotion opens under con- 
ditions which are dubious, from tbe fact 
that while some of them are favorable 
others are distinctly adverse to tbe l>e9t 
results. The favorable conditions are the 
large number of works shown, the high 
average of excellence which characterizes 
them, the general harmony of action which 
prevails in the association, and the bright 
outlook which tbe revival of business 
offers to art as well as to every other in- 
dustry. Tiie unfavorable conditions' are 
found oddly enough in the very tning 
that constitutes the most mimilioent tat- 
tempt at art patronage on the coast. The 
Hopkins Art Gallery will long stand as an 
impressive monument of individual gen- 
erosity directed to art culture, but so long 
as it remains in its present form, it will 
literally cast shadows upon the work of 
artists and prevent their real merits from 
being seen in the exhibitions. 

The defects of the Hopkir.s gallery as a 
salon for the exhibition of paintings are 
now too well tmderstood to need comment. 
By and by we may look for them to be 
remedied by such alterations in the build- 
ing as will give abundance of Bghtintbe 
spacious rooms. Many of tbe old palaces 



in Europe have been successfully trans- 
formed into excellent galle^es for the dis- 
play of pictures, and there to no reason 
why thto great mansion may not be simi- 
larly transformed with equally good re- 
sults. It will be a mere matter of money 
and skill to make the alteration, and San 
Francisco has plenty of both of these re- 
quisites for the task, and can achieve the 
worlc as soon as her wealthy and cultured 
classes sec fit to undertake it. 

The favorable conditions of the exhibi- 
tion are decidedly creditable to the State 
as well aa encouraging to art. The number 
and the excellent quality of the works dU- 
played attest tbe growing development of 
arttotic culture in California. The depres- 
sion, or falling off, in art work, noted <n 
recent exhibitions in the Eastern cities, is 
not observable here. On tbe contrary, our 
exliibition shows a marked and praise- 
worthy advance over those of previous 
years. The absence of a good light in the 
;.'allery may prevent much of the finer 
Work from being noted by the visitor, but 
none can question that the very presence 
of so large a number of pictures, represent- 
ing so many artists of repute and standing, 
is itself an evidftiee that art on thto coast 
to flourtohing as never before. 

While the artist must depend mainly 
upon the rich to purchase his pictures and 
afford him a livelihood, he is also affected 
to a large extent by the attitude of the 
people generally toward his work. There 
must be an art atmosphere in the com- 
munity as well as in the sky, for an artist 
to do all that is possible within him. 
Beauty of land and sea may give the inspira- 
tion for art, but it is public approval, ap- 
preciation and sympathy that must fur- 
nish him the encouragement and the per- 
severance to carry the inspiration into 
artistic achievement For thto reason all 
who love art, and desire to promote its 
production in California, should make it a 
point to attend tbe exhibition. Let us 
show a popular appreciation for what our 
artists are doing to realize ideals of beauty 
and increase tlie glory of tiie State by 
achievements tliat will be honored by all 
who understand the true value of the ideal 
in elevating and ennobling the realities of 
life. 



THE AEMENIAN REVOLT. 



If the story that tbe Armenians are pre- 
paring for a revolution is true, we may 
see this year the beginning of the end of 
that great world drama known as tha 
"Ottoman Empire." 

Province after province in Europe and 
in Asia has been wrested from Turkey 
until now there to barely enough of tbe 
empire left to sustain the pretensions of an 
independent nation. A revolt in Armenia 
of any serious strength could hardly fail of 
still further stripping from Constantinople 
the territory necessary to maintiin its 
dignity as an imperial capital.

SUPPOSED TO BS HUKOROITS. 



SETTLE TEE QUESTION. 

From the Cabinet of the Cleveland ad- 
ministration itself has come to the Supreme 
Court of the United States a strong sug- 
gestion that it should rehear tbe case 
recently considered involving the validity 
of the ^loome Tax law and by deciding the 
whole issue therein either fully sustain 
or wholly overthrow the act. 

It seems-hardly possible either that the 
Supreme Court will refuse to regard this 
suggestion from the Attorney -General, or 
that the Cabinet itself will not Fee the pro- 
priety of prevailing upon the Chief Exec- 
utive to susi)end the energies of this act 
until such time as the problem of its 
validity may find solution. 

In the case of tbe Exclusion act the 
President asstmied that aa Chief Executive 
he had the power to detoy the enforce- 
ment of a tow. If he had such powor and 
exercised such discration with respect to 
an act clearly valid, it would seem to be not 
only consistent, but entirely proper and 
politic, to extend the time for the en- 
forcement of the Income Tax act 
until by court or Congress it should be 
c-t:iMisiieii or overthrown. That the latter 
will be it? most deserved destiny we enter- 
tain not the sliahtest doubt. 

The resistless reasoning of Justice Field 
supplies the tow and the logic to cotirt and 
Congress fM the defeat and repeal of tliis 
obnoxious statute, against which the sense 
of the people of the whole country has 
risen up in arms.

QtnlUmfn: Two letters, dated respectively 
on April I* Slid !.">, have been addressed by ine 
to tiie clerk of this board relative to the bend- 
ing of all bills to me ior examination, so that 
thereby familiarity might be gained by me a* 
to tbe character of the claims coming against 
the city. 

Upon their reception your honorable bodv 
has by resoliitiou (No. 12,li;t) directed that art 
bills be deliVL-rf'l to me, and that they by my 
signature be eoriirjed as having been passed, 
and thus made reudy f.jr au.li: and jtavmcnt. 

The resdlnlion fur ii» aiiihoritv refers to sec- 
tion tit* of the C'-nsi.Iidntlon act. That declares 
thai "ev. ry ordin.i;ice or resolution of the 
Lciird of ^Supervisors providing forthecxpen- 
dituri'cif pnblie moneys, except for sums less 
thai ijijOU." shall be presented to the Mayor 
for hib approval. This clearly shows that his 
approval is only needed lof sums of $500 or 
more. Conseauently the law does not Impose 
on me the duty of allowing demands for 
smaller sums. 

As to the certification for audit and pay- 
ment, that seems hardly necessary, as the slg- 
nuiure of your clerk la enough for the Auditor 
in that respect. It Is not my purpose to form- 
ally approve or disprove all these small bnis. 
The request lor them was made solely fot ex- 
amination BO as to master the varloiM and or- 
dlnaiT demands against the city. 

Under the resoluUon about 170 bills were 
sent to me, comprising those pasaied in a single 
H eek. To sign these In penon would oonanme 
time which I must devote to more important 
matters. Therefore these bills, having been re- 
viewed, are returned to yonr clerk but not cer- 
tified by my signature, but I desire that here- 
aitor they be continued to be sent to me for 
inspection.

Professor Keeler's Discovery 
Discussed by a Local 
Astronomer. 



WHAT mSS (THALLOltAV SATS. 



Tha Rings Said to Ba Composed 
of Numberless Small Bodies 
or Satellites. 



The recent alleged astronomical discov- 
eries of Professor James B. Keeler of Alle- 
gheny Observatory, relative to Saturn's 
rings, have given rise 'to consiaerable dis- 
cussion among tbe local astronomers and 
dilettanti in tbe science. 

Professor Keeler cluinis to have discov- 
ered that the rings of .Sanirii are made up 
of innnnicrahle snuill I'.j.li.'S or SLitcUites, 
and that there is :i murk. d difference in 
tbe rate uf ■r\.<-vA in wiiich they revolve 
about the Saturniau planet. A number of 
photographs have been taken by tbe pro- 
fessor, and he finds that tbe inner edge of 
tbe rings moves faster than the outer edge, 
which it must if the rings are made np of 
the smaller bodies, as claimed. 

The motions of the different parts of the 
ringf in miles per second will be ascer- 
tained when the photographs have been 
accurately measured under a microscope. 

Concerning the discovery wtiich Pro- 
fessor Keeler claims to have made Miss 
Rose O'Ualloran of 2023 Fine street says: 

The only heavenly body In the universe 
known to possess a system of rings Is the planet 
Saturn. The recent spectroscopic investiga- 
tions of Prolessor iieeler of the observatory of 
Allegheny, Pa., give very Important corrobo- 
ration of a theory favorably received during 
the latter half of this century, namely, that the 
unique appendage is composed of a swarm of 
small bodies moving in one plane, but with 
rates of motion decreasing as the distance from 
1 the planet in accordance with the laws of 
gravitation. 

The structure of these rings has been an 
enigma to astronomers since they were discov- 
ered in 1610 by means of the telescope. When 
the cause oi their changing aspects had been 
unraveled Dy Huygheus in lt>55, it waa gen- 
erally^supposed that the luminous appendage 
was a solid mass. 

Even Hersdiel inclined to this view, but La- 
place demonstrated that tbe force of gravita- 
tion would render it impossible for a solid ring 
to keep Its ^ace unchanged at a distance from 
thesnr&ce of the central body. The sugges- 
tion of Cassini, in 1715, that the rings mfght 
be formed of mvriads of small meteors moving 
indei«ndently arounu as a swarm of satellites 
would necessarily move, received little atten- 
tion until it was again revived by the Ameri- 
can astronomer Bond in 1850. 

An encircling luminosity of a fluid nature 
was also su^i;e.-ied, and Professor Pierce ol 
(.'ambridtre, Mh.--., inclined to this view at one 
time, but It was siiown by Clerk Maxwell in 
1850 that neitlier a solid nor fluid appendage of 
thai form could maintain equilibrium, and he 
upheld the ignored theory ol (.'assiiil, which 
bus been now regarded w ith favor for nearly 
forty vears, though not conpidereil as fuily 
proved. The great modern lele-veopes left the 
matter still unsettled, rcienre isiiien indebted 
to the combined results oi the .spectroscoiH; and 
the photographic plate in the hands of the 
skilled observer who was for years in eharge of 
the spectroscopic work at Mount Hamilton lor 
corroboration of the received theory. 

The prism of the spectroscope causes a dls- 
peraion of the component colors of rays of 
light, each component being refracted at a 
slightly different angle, so that the angle In- 
creases gradually from the red end to the violet 
end of the spectrum or band of colors. 

Asttiilyoi light In motion has shown that 
those receding from the observer are displaced 
toward the red end, and those approaching 
him ara displaced toward the violet end. The 
greater the velocity the greater is the displace- 
ment. 

When the light of the rings of Saturn was 
snbjected to this test and a photograph taken 
of the* luminous band, the displacements 
showed the inner edges moved fa.^ter than the 
outer edges, which is a- aeoesaary consequence 
of the independent motfons of myriads of me- 
teors or small satellites, whereas, if the rings 
were solid tha outer edge would move 
faster in order to keep pace with the inner 
edge in ite smaller dnralt. Just as the earth's 
equator rotates In a wider circle tbau the 
northerly or southerly latitudes. According 
to Dr. Barnard's recent measures ot this ring 
system, the outer diameter is 40 seconds of arc 
and more than 172,000 miles.

"We want to make Goiden (iate Fark 
tbe finest in the world," said Mr. Rosen- 
feld yesterday. "We will do it, too, if we 
only get half a chance. Improvements 
cost money, however, and the larger our 
appropriation the quicker the work will be 
done. We are to have a meeting at the 
end of this month, but I do not think'we 
will decide upon anything until we know 
what the Supervisors are pninp; to allow 
us ill the shape of an approi'riaf.on. 

"1 have always taken a great interest in 
otir park and now that I am one of tbe 
Commissioners I want to see every im- 
provement possible made. The place is 
now looking its best and it is a treat to get 
out there of an afternoon after the harry 
and bustle of the day." 

The fiscal year begins the first of next 
July and before that date the Supervisors 
will have to make the necessary appropria- 
tion to carr>- on the various branches of 
the city government. The amount to be 
levied for the maintenance and improve- 
ment of the park will also be decided upon 
audit is the action of the board in this 
matter that the Commissioners are wait- 
ing for.

Superintendent McLaren's half-jocular 
suggestion that the cases in the Park Mu- 
seum should be chained down is to bo 
adopted — in a revised form, and within 
the next few days strong iron bands will 
inclose the several repositories of valua- 
bles in the institution. In the meantima 
if anything has been done to prevent a 
repetition of the recent looting it ia not 
perceptible to the naked eye. 

Since the robbery an order has been 
issued to close the department of the 
museum at 5 o'clock, but the order does 
not partake largely of the nature of a pre- 
cautionary measure, as the recent crime 
was perpetrated in broad daylight and 
while the custodian was at work revising 
the catalogue. 

The catalogue needs revi«inc. as even a 
cursory examination of this most remarka- 
ble compUatiou will show. An example of 
its misleading character may be cited aa 
follows : In the case presided over by a 
bronze statne of the "Little Corporal," and 
from which robbers extracted valuable 
medals minted while yet tbe star of his 
glory shone nndinuned, the catalogue 
calls for 800 medals, coins and other speci- 
mens all told.

TO KNOW HOW ¥ BROIL 



Mrs. Emma P. Ewing Shows 
How It Is Done Without 
Gridiron or Coal. 



Broiling In an Oven Only Another 
Method With th« Same Ra- 
suits as tlMS Old One. 



There were many of the 175 women who 
on Wednesday attended Mrs. Emms P. 
Swing's second lectnre on seientifle cook- 
ing given in Golden Gate Hall who realized 

the truth of the saying of the old German, 
"Das more I live das more I finds out das I 
don't know somedintts." The lecture was 
on broiling and the manner in which the 
lecturer demonstrated bow one can broil 
meats on a (;as stove and without the aid 
of the old-time broiler and charcoal fire 
was a revelation. 

Speaking of the fonr methods of prepar- 
ing food for the tabl", namely: boiling, 
roasting, broiliuK and frying, she said that 
were many improvements in the preparing 
of food, but that there are a great many 
people, she was sorry to say, who live in 
the past only, are not happy in the present 
and take no interest in the future; such 
tieople do not take much interest in the 
hygienic method of preparine meals ; they 
think there is nothing like the good old 
style. "Now. for myself," said Mrs. Ewing, 
"I think that there is no time so good as 
the present, but I beUere that in the near 
future there will be s better time than we 
have now." 

On the subject of broiling she said that 
the principle in that method of preparing 
food is to sear the meat, fish or fowl so as 
to preserve within each the juices. The 
article to be cooked ~* steak, for instance — 
should be laid on the broiler or griddle 
and left there just long enongh to sear the 
meat and then turn it over so as to sear 
other side. To leave it too loni; on one 
side permits the juice to escape from the 
other, and the result is a poorly cooked 
piece of meat. Some people, she said, 
think that frying meats is the worst way to 
prepare them, but she thought it was the 
most hygienic method of cooking them. 
Water, she said, boils at 212deg. where the 
temperature is favorable, while oil boils at 
606 deg. When meat carefully prepared is 
dropped into a kettle of lard or of oil at a 
temperature of fiOO deg. it is instantly 
seared and the juices are shut in. 

She then showed how she broils fish. 
She used a large baking-pan, in the bottom 
of which she placed a piece of Russia sheet- 
iron, saying it prevented the fish from 
catching on the bottom of the pan. Tak- 
ing a three-pound trout, split down the 
belly, she dusted the skin siile with flour 
aiid tlien with a brush moistened it with 
melted butter; then she placed the fish on 
its back on the sheet-bran, buttered the 
upper side with the bmsh and sprinkled 
on it a little white pepper and salt and 
dusted a little flour over all. This, she 
said, would soon form a crust that would 
retain the juice in the fish while cooking. 
She remarked that it is objectionable to 
remove the bone from a thin fi.sh l>efore 
cooking as it hail a tendency to destroy 
the flavor. 8be then placed the lish in the 
oven, the upper portion being a sheet of 
flame. Broiling with the flame ahove or 
with the flame below is exactly the same 
so far as results go; it is only different 
methods, the demonstrator explained. 
The verv hot fi-mie was allowed to sear the 
fish, anti then it w as turned down or re- 
daced and the fish allowed to cook until 
thorooghly done. When it was taken ont 
and passed aronnd on a dish garnished 
with limes quartered and sliced it proved 
to be as nicely broiled as auv one could 
desire. Ar.d the ladies marveled that fish 
could be broiled in an oven. 

A couple of spring chicken were then 
placed in a pan withontseasoningorbrrtter 
or lard, an<l when they were taken out they 
were of a rich golden brown. After they 
tiad heen treated to a spreading of butter 
and seasoning of salt and pepper and 
served up with celery and watercress, they 
emitted that delicious odor that is notice- 
able when a young "broiler" is taken from 
theeridiron. 

"Ia not that smoUtned ohiekmt" ssked 
one of the fair listeners. 

"Oh, aOk" «aid Mr*. Bwing, "to make 



smothered chicken I would have had to 
put water in the pan, but these chickens 
were put in dry." 

Holding up one of these on the end of a 
fork she asked: "If this is not a broiled 
chicken will somebody tell me what it is?" 
The l.tdies all examined the fowl and de- 
clared that it was broiled. 

A porterhouse steak was broiled in a 
griddle on top of the stove, and it proved 
to be as palatable as auv that ever came 
from over a Coal blaze. Ihe meat was put 
on without seasoning or batter or lard, 
and turned as soon as the lower side had 
been .seared. In that manner not a particle 
of juice escaped, t-tcak, she said, shoulu 
not be turned more than twice; turning 
too often spoils it. 

This morning Mrs. Ewing will give the 
third of the course of lessons, and it will 
he devoted to the making of pastry, an art 
is which she is said to excel.

No new light of circumstances was yes- 
terday thrown on the tragedy that has 
cursed the Emmanuel Baptist Church out 
J on quiet Bartlett street in theHission. 
* The inquest will be itsumed this morning. 

Some new theories have been advanced, 
some trifling suspicions and circomstances 
have been added to the puzzling mass of 
those things and, more important, doubts 
that Durrant is the man who did the two 
fiendish deeds have increased. 

Many jieople not concerned in the case 
have bctn carefully nMilinL" the te-'tiniony 
which has presented the circumsiantial ev- 
idence so far given to the public, and the 
weakness of some of the most important 
' Jinks in the chain of circumstantial 'evi- 
dence has been considered more calmly 

■ than was possible a day or two ago. 

The police are as firm as ever in their 
belief that Durrant, the man they first sus- 
pected, is the fiend, but with many others 
the question of who butcliered Hlauche 
Xaraont ami Minnie Williams is a growing 
mystery. Durrant may oe the man, and 
again there is a possibility that some sud- 
den discovery may reveal some other 
criminal and make the bits of circumstan- 
tial evidence against Durrant , which now 
seem so strong, fade into commonplace 
, natters of everyday life which happen to 

the thrown together like five aces from 
a dice box. 
I- The greatest ptizzle In the case against 
; Dnnant and one of the strong pnsump- 
'tions in his favor advanced by his friends 
has been tlie utter a!is'';ii " .if any i iood on 
his clothes. If he commiiti^d tlie murder 
of Minnie Williams between s and 9:30 
o'clock on Friday night tlio re was at least 
no blood noticed on him wlien lie arrived 
at Dr. Vogel's house to attend the narty. 
The police searched his home and exam- 
ined the clothing he was known to have 
worn tbat night withoat finding any trace 
of blood. 

In the stuffy little 8 by 10 library closet, 
under the stairs, where Minnie Williams 
was butchered, blood in great quantities 
covered the floor and a little table, and 
formed two large pools several feet apart. 
On two opposite walls blood had been 
sprayed in quantities nearly as hi.Ii up as 
one's head, and on one side so much had 
been thrown that it ran down the wall to 
the floor. It was assumed from the first 
that the blood on the walls came from 
spurting fountains when arteries were cut. 
n This and the distance between the pools 
seemed to indicate a scruggle, during which 
the victim moved while being stabbed. 
Grmnting all this it seems physically im- 
ssible that the murderer could have es- 
caped being alm.vt bathed in blood. 

But now the police have quit looking for 
bloody garments belonging to Durrant, 
aad have adopted a new theory which 
makes blood on his clothes unniressary. 
The theory is that the i::r: was lirst 
Strangled in the reading-room, from one 
comer of which the dark little libnry 
opens, and was dragged in there dead. 
Then the cutting was done. In this event 
the blood would be venous blood, and it 
would all have welled forth gently. 

■ The blood on the wall was cunningly 
thrown there, which must have been done 
if it did not spurt from arteries. In view 
of this theory, Chief Crowlej- yesteraay 
ordered an examination of some of the 
blood, to find out whether it was venous 
or arterial. If the blood came from veins, 
it will be assumed that the fiend might 
have gnardsd himself from it while plying 
the dnll caseknife, and could easily have 
washed bis bands in the chnrcb. 

The police are also through searching 
the church for evidence. They have fonnd 
all of Blanche Lament's clothes and the 

I search for any other evidence has been ex- 
tremely thorough. 
There has been much talk and misun- 
derstanding about fix)tprint3 jn the d :=t 
in the belfrv-towrr when Blanche I-a- 
mont's body was f.r.Hid. It has been as- 
sumed by many that the thickness of the 
dust on the belfry-stairs and on the floor 
of tbe topmost Janaing where the body was 
lound would make footprints fairly plain 
and capable of measurement. ^ 

One statement has been made that De- 
tective Gibson found footprintsof tbe size of 
Dnrrant's slioes, and another one was that 
they were too big to iiave been made by 
Durrant. Chief of Police Crnwley states 
that Gibson has made no (■latemenis 8tx)ut 
finding tracks, and that the ]n-.Iice have no 
evidence at al! based on footprint;. The 
thinness of the dust and the amount of 
chips Cfa tbs floor made tracks impouible 
<4 detection. 

' Tbe dty has been full of mmbrs and sus- 
pidons that connect Dr. Gibson, the pas- 
tor, with tbe crimes, but they have had no 
foundation in any circumstances that have 
come to light. His alibi appears to be 
complete. He left the church, according 
to bis own words, about 7 ::;0 o'clock. He 
is shown to have reached tlie )iarty at Dr. 
Vogel's at about 8 o'clock and at about the 
time that Miss Williams left the Voy resi- 
dence. He left Dr. Vogel's house about 
11 :30 o'clock, and be is acoonnted for hence- 
forth. 

One of those who have been studying 
the case analytically is R. 'Williamson, a 
stenographer, of 216 Bnsh street. He has 
computed the times stated in the evidence 
relating to Durrani's movements on the 
day Blanche Lament disappeared and 
concluded tbat Dnrrant bad sizty-^ve 
minutes in which to dispose of Miss 
Iiaraont. 

The Xornial School is dismissed at 3 
p. M. !^he came out and waited on Powell 
street for the car, which she Ixjarded with 
s young man since identilied by three 
' schoolmates :is Durrant. If tbe two went 
to the church they must have taken a 
Valencia or Mission-street car. leaving 
fb» school, waiting twice for cars and rid- 
Itngon both lines wouin consume at least 
thirty-five minutes, and it would take 
about five minutes to walk to the church. 

This wuidd bring them there at 3:40 
T. ti. King says that it wag 4:% p. u., or 
bnt little later when Datrant came down 
stairs sick from the smell of gas and say- 
ing that he had l)een fixing the electric 
wires. 

This appearance and story of Durrant s 



has been one of tbe most suspicions things 
used to connect bim With tbe Lamont 

murder. 

If she was in the church witli him then 
he must have strangled her, at least before 
that time, and he mu.st have gone back at 
a later time to carry the body up into the 
belfry, or at least to climb so far about the 
dusty loft hiding the books and clothes in 
so many places. This does not establish 
Durrant's innocence, bat is merely ^me- 
thing that some people are pointing oat. 

Dnrrant was on tbe night before last 
taken up stairs to tbe detectives' room 
and stripped of every stitcb of dotliing to 
see if there were any scratches or sns- 
P'.cious bruises upon bim.

Wliat tliese developments are will not be 
known until it is neccessary to divulge 
them at tbe preliminary examination. 

Chief Crowley is authority for the state- 
ment that neither the pastor. Dr. Gibson, 
nor rimer AVoIfe had anything whatever 
to do with the horrible murders of Blanche 
Lamont and Minnie 'Williams. 

Tbe insinuations made against them are 
looked npon by tbe police as a rose for the 
purpose of raising a donbt in tbe minds of 
a jury. 

The Minnie Williams case is now con- 
sidered by the detectives as much stronger 
than tbe Blanche Lamont case. 

PREPARING HIS CASE. 

Durrant Writing Out a State- 
ment for His Counsel's 
Guidance. 

Dnrrant still keeps up his extraordinary 
composure, and no one watching bim 
while conversing with a caller and seeing 
him smile and laugh could for a moment 
imagine that he was charged with two 
atrocious murders. He is courteous to 
those whom he does not know personally 
and answers their questions respectfully. 

The number of his callers is increasing. 
Yesterday afternoon there was hardly a 
moment when he was left alone. One vis- 
itor succeeded another in regular order. A 
lady called at the Chief s ollice for u jier- 
mit. She said she was a member of the 
cbnn!b,and as she knew bis sister well 
and wasoonrinesd af bis innocence she 
thought it was only right that she should 
give him her sympathy. She got a permit 
and was received most cordially by Dnr- 
rant. 

Soon after swallowing bis breakfast he 
began to write, and refused to Vic disturbed 
by curiosity-seekers and visitors. He 
wrote steaddy for two or three hours, ana 
the report got abroad tbat he was writing 
his confession. The fart was he was writ- 
ing out a statement for his counsel. Gen- 
eral Dickinson, to guide him in Qross- 
examining the witnesses for the prosecution 
at the preliminary examination before 
Judge Conlan Monday morning. 

General Dickinson saw Durrant and gave

The trustees of the Emmanuel Baptist 
Chnrch are again in control of their dese- 
crated edifice on Bartlett street. The police 
authorities have finished their investiga- 
tion and Janitor Sademan is trying to 
restore order. The police have thoroughly 
searched the building from the cellar te 
the belfr>- and tbe ground about the 
church as well. 

AH the clothing of Blanche Lamont hav- 
ing been found, and the certainty of find- 
ing no further bloody garments having 
been established, the police rested satisfied. 

Tbe building has been pretty well torn 
up and it will cost $200 or more to repair it. 

A policeman stood in front of the church 
yesterday guarding the property, and Jan- 
itor Sademan acted as custodian. He 
would allow no one to enter tbe bnilding 
under any pretense whatsoever, and the 
rule will be etiforc:ed in the future. 

The principal nieinbcrs of the church are 
greatly exircisi il over the rumors that 
there would be an attempt to destroy the 
church. There has been a general cry in 
the Mission that the building should be 
burned or torn down. This so alarmed 
tbe companies having insurance on the 
big building tbat they canceled tbe poli- 
cies. This leaves tbe church without any 
insurance, and strong fears are expressed 
that some partially insane person will be 
tempted to set fire to tbe bouse of holi- 
ness which was converted intoaplaoeof 
bellishness. 

The church members are also troubled 
over losing their property by another way 
than tliat of lire or dvnam'te cartridge. 

Emmanuel liajitist Church was erected 
four years ago at an expense of $30,000, but a 
mortgage of Jl^jfiOO still remains. This 
mortgage is held by a bank, and the mem- 
bers fear that the bank may foreclose soon,

Clarence Wolfe also said he and others 
always spoke of the Twenty-fourth street 
car as the San Bruno car, as it took theui 
part of the way on their journey to the 
Guadaloupe dairy. He eould nut, e.tplaiu 
why his brother had said lie had gone to 
Tweuty-third street, ljut added that his 
brother would be easily able to explain why 
he had done so when questioned. Clarence 
said he did not know his brother bad testi- 
fied be had gone down Twenty- third street. 

Elmer Wolfe was out in Guadalonpe 
'Valley last evening and cotild not be seen. 
He win be at the inquest to-day. 

There is, however, not the slightest evi- 
dence to show that Wolfe bad any connec- 
tion with the recent desecration of the 
church or that he would have any desire 
to give false testimony. 

He has been known as a yourg man with 
worldly propensities. ('oulrary to the 
belief of most ))ersons Elmer Wolfe, 
though only 23 years of age, has been mar- 
ried and divorced. He has also been a 
member of the Salvation Army but retired. 
A short time ago be began to pay atten- 
tions to the murdered Blanche Lamont and 
appeared v«ry fond of her. 

Mrs. Noble, the aunt of Miss Lament, 
objected to Wolfe's attentions to Blanche 
on account of the reputation Wolfe gained 
when his wife secured a divorce from him 
six months ago. 

Elmer Wolfe and his wife were members 
of the Salvation Army and were stationed 
at barracks 4, on Mission street, near 
Twentieth. They were both members dur- 
ing all of 1893 and a part of 18!M. All of 
the time Mrs. Wolfe coroplaiited of. her 
husband's attention to other Women and 
to his known delinquencies in the past. 
Finally they both left the army. Wolfe 
left town aud when he returned he in- 
formed bis old companions he bad back- 
slid. This was about a year ago. Since 
then Wolfe has had a name of being very 
fond of making love indiaeriminately, but 
not the sli;,'htest suspicions are attui'lied 
to him as far as the murders are con- 
cerned.

Fears Public Censure If

Durrant has been constantly wondering 
why Rev. Dr. Gibson did not call on him 
at the jail, and he has becoihe very much 
I exercised over the non-appearance of bis 
i pastor and the lack of his comforting 
I words. The fact is that Rev. Dr. fiibson 
hardly knows what to do in regard to the 
matter. He said: 

"There is such a peculiar feeling in this 
city in regard to the murder of tbe two 
girls that my actions are being sharply 
criticized. I have acted as I thought best. 
I would like to call on Theodore Durrant 
and wish him well, as I hate to believe he 
is the guilty man. Still, in the face of 
public gossip, I think itwould be injurious 
to both Mr. Dnrrant and myself for me to 
call on him. 

•'If I should go to his cell and talk with 
him, just imagine what would be said. 
Some would claim that I, being bis ac- 
complice, had called to strengthen his 
nerves, and in every movement of my lips, 
or even my eyebrows, some people would 
pretend to disbover some secret signals of 
confession of guilt on tbe part of Durrant 
or myself. 

"No, I have thought it the better thing 
tor me not to call, at least until tbe wild 
excitement has died down. Had I known 
he was in the Coroner's office the other 
day when I was on the stand I would have 
spoken to him and shook him by the 
haiul.

Signalmen of the Second Bri- 
gade Corps May Con- 
tribute Monsy* 

A meeting of the Second Brigade Signal 
Corps, to which Theodore Dnrrant belongs, 
was held at tbe Second Begiment Armory 
last evening. This was tbe first meeting 
since the tragedy at Emmanuel Baptist 
Church . Tbe attendance of signalmen was 
large, and the engrossing subject of con- 
versation was Durrant. 

Early in the evening a group of signal- 
men gathered around Mr. Durrant, the 
father of the prisoner, aud listened to the 
reading of an anonymous letter which 
Mrs. Durrant received yesterday afternoon. 

()u a single sheet of paper bearing the 
Baldwin Hotel letterhead, the writer ad- 
dressed Mrs. Durrant in sentences full of 
epithets. Reference was made to Mrs. 
Durrant's mention of serraat girls, which 
seemed to provoke the writer to much In- 
dignation. . 

Mr. Durrant said this was the only 
abusive letter that the family had received, 
yet many others c.xpresrive of sympathy 
had come to hand. 

Regarding the report that the Signal 
Corps would raise money to assist in the 
defense of Theodore Durrant Captain 
Hanks said that the company would do 
uotliing ot the kind as an organization, 
but that individual members who believed 



that the accused was innocent of the 
crimes charged against bim might tender 
financial assistauce. He asserted that he 
wo'.ild not iierniit the subject to be dis- 
cussed at tbe company meetings. 

He rcniarkeil that nearly all, if not all, 
of the members of the corps believed the 
young man innocent and none would pro- 
nounce against him until he was found 
guUty. 

It was admitted by several signalmen 
present that the subjest ot rendering finan- 
cial assistance to the accused bad been 
talked about, and some bad expressed a 
willingness to contribute to the fund. 

Upon leaving the quarters of the corps 
Mr. Durrant was requested by many of the 
signalmen to carry their sympathy and re- 
gards to his son. 

To an inquiry as to whether steps would 
be taken by the Signal Corps members to 
raise money for the defense of his son, the 
father said some money had already been i 
raised, but subsequently modified the 
statement by saying tie had heard money 
would be raised for that purpose. From 
other sources he said money had been of- 
fered. 

"To-day," said Mr. Durrant, "a young 
man called at my bouse and asked if I 
would accept money if be should raise 
some by subscription. I replied that 1 
would, as I had very litUe money, and 9300 
or $400 at this time would be very accepta- 
ble." 

"Does the youni; man belong to the Sig- 
nal Corps?" was a.sked. 
"N'o. he does not." 

The father mentioned with some degree 
of pride that he received yesterday a letter 
from Germany, announcing that his 
daughter, two years younger than iiia son, 
was one of twelve pupils in a class of 
thirty that had gained admission to the 
Berlin High School of Music.

A Medical Professor Tells an 
interesting Story About 
the Accused. 



He Was Suffering From Acute 
Nervous Prostration Last 
Night. 

Ber. Dr. Gibson has been brought imder 
the suspicion tbat he may be tbe murderer 
of Blanche Lamont and Minnie Williams, 
but there is not the slightest ground for 

this suspicion except his own peculiar 
actions since the discovery of the bodies. 

He has acted so peculiarly by opposing 
the police and in making brusque state- 
ments to reporters and others tbat a very 
large part of the people in this city have 
formed the opinion tnat be is the guilty 
man. Bnt when asked tbe reason for this 
opinion they can give none. In fact every 
clew fonnd in the case has pointed to 
Durrant. 

Rev. Dr. Gibson was in the church at 7:30 
p. H. Friday, the evening Miss WUUama 
was murdered. But for his statement tbat 
hi- was there no one would have known it. 
He left the church at 7 :30 or a few minutes 
later. He reached the Vogel residence at 
8 o'clock, as near as all persons at that 
place can recollect. 

The evidence all goes to show that Dr. 
Gibson reached the Vogel residence about 
the same time that Miss Williams left 
Mrs. Voy's house, as 1707 Howard street, 
on her way to Dr. Vogel's bonssk 

Even admitting one may have left the 
church a little later, and the other the Voy 
home a little earlier, there was no chance 
for Dr. Gibson to have even seen Miss 
Williams for a minute's time, mtich less 
to have had time to take her into the 
church to assault and murder her.

About a year ago Dnmnt received an 
injnry and was treated by an old praett- 
titioner ot this city, who is connected with 
the Cooper Medical College. The physieiaB 
spoke of the matter yesterday, bnt ia> 
quested that his name be not qnolad. HIa 
statement is as follows: 

"Mr. Durrant came to me in January 
and February of last year. He complained 
of severe pain in the pelvic region, and I 
was surpriseQ to find his temperature 10* 
degrees. I ordered him to bed, and on ex- 
amination decided that he was suffering 
from an ulcerous degeneration in the tis- 
sues of tbe pelvic region. I treated him 
for some time. Some months later 1 aakad 
Durrant concerning his health, aad ha 
said he felt perfectly weU. 

"The predisposing cause of Durrant's 
trouble I did not learn. It might have 
been the constant jar of riding a bicycle 
over a rough road. The patient would 
probably be free from the trouble afterward 
if he ceased riding, but it might rettim 
after a considerable intaml if tilM tiding 
were resumed." 

"Is Durrant's blood bad, so tbat it would 
be a predisposing cause tor degeneration ot 
this tissue?" was asked. 

"Xo, I think not. He suffers from pim* 
pies (or local acne) on his face as moat 
yoimg men do at or about his age. But 
acne is usually a token of exuberant health. 

"Hypnotic power? No, I do not think 
Durrant the type of man to possess it, 
though his extraordinary composure at this 
time points to wonderful powers of self- 
control. 

"It might be caused, however, by a con- 
sciousness of his innocence, coupled with a 
private knowledge that his lawyers, though 
not making tbe fact public, have found 
witnesses who can prove his story. In 
fact, tbat explanation fs more probable 
than tbe theory that he is an experienced 
and brazen viUain. He is a very young 
man, and yonng men do not, as a rule, ac- 
quire the self-controt which his ■itOsUoa 
wofnld require if he was guilty." 

Latest Detective Theory. 
Tbe latest theory evolved by the detec- 
tives is that the girl Lamont was taken to 
the church by Durrant tbr the purpose of 

having an operation performed; that the 
girl died under the operation; that tbe 
Williams girl knew the fact and taunted 
Durrant ; and that he, thinking his safety 
depended upon her silence, felt compelled 
to do away with ber.

The Chanel was called "The AVeavcr Me- 
morial Chapel,", in honor of .Mrs. P. II. 
Weaver, wile of the superintendent of tbe 
Almshouse. 

The bnilding was constrocted from the 
Hawaiian Cyelorama bnilding, which was 
ptirclMaad from tbe Midwinter Fair direc- 
tors by Superintendent P. H. Weaver, 
with funds that had accumulated since tbe 
la.'it administration, throuch the financier- 
ing of tbe superintendent and directors of 
the institution, there beine no appropria- 
tion allowed by tbe Legisiatnre ior this 
improvement or its maintenance after 
completion. 

The clia["el was decorated witli paper 
flower? iiiuiiiifactured by the inmates of 
the Alni:4hotise and artistioally arranged 
hy the Salvation lassies. 

The organ which was used in connection 
with the i>rngr;iiniiu' na.s pies<;nted to the 
chapel by a lady in memory of her daugh- 
ter, who died a short time ago and -wno 
was an indefatigable worker for the benefit 
of the poor up to the time of her death. 

The nlans were furnished for the cliapel 
by the'Prison and Hospital Directors, the 
construction being ra^erintended by C. 
Oreggs, the architect in connection with 
the institution. 

The buildings at the Almshouse are at 
present filled to their utmost capacity, and 
in case many more applications are made 
for admission it will be necessary to in- 
crease the capacity of (be institution, there 
b^ng at tbe present tim* orer 800 inmates. 

Their Sole Snpport. 
Emily Winter has sued tbe San Frandsco and

His Crusada In Behalf of Employes 
Is to Be Commanoad at 
Otioa. 



What has been practically a dead-lcttcr 
upon the statute-books since its enactment 
as a law by the Legislature six years ago 
is to be taken up by the new labor com- 
missioner, K. L. Fitzgerald, and put Into 
enforcement, if iwssible, as his very tirst 
step toward demonstrating that his office 
has wore to do. The law is known in the 
•■Statutes of 1889" as "An act to provide 
for the proper sanitation of factories and 
workshops and the preservation of health 
of the employed," approved February C, 
lS«t. So far as Mr. Fitzgerald ha.s bf-cn 
able to ascertain, no attempt has ever been 
made to I'ut the law lo a test, Tlfo e.xouses 
for not doing so have been various, among 
tlu m having been a doubt in the mind of 
bis predecessors as to its constitutionality. 
"There is only one way to determine its 
constitutionality," says Mr. Fitzeerald, 
"and that is to "enforce it." Acconlinply, 
he proposes to liegiii an inspection of fac- 
tories and workshops at once, and the cru- 
sade against poorly equipped establish- 
ments is to be commenced to-day. 

To assist him in making a most thor- 
ough investigation he has appointed as a 
special agent M. A. Koberts, who is secre- 
tanr of the Federated Trades of Oakland 
and represents as a delejjate the American 
Kailway Union in that body. The work 
of iiis|K-ctioii wiil fall largely unon Mt. 
I'oberts, but a regular deputy 'of thi 
Labor B.nreau will accompany him in the 
person of B. V. Qrsen^sn (NAtlsnd ma- 
chinist. 

His appointment as deputy wag tbe 
first thing Mr. Fitzgerald did upon taking 
possession of his ouice. 

Speaking of bis plans yesterday Com- 
missioner Fitzgerald said: "Where a fac- 
tory ur workshop is reported to me as 
being in a dangerous or unhealthy condi- 
tion I propose to make a personal exam- 
ination ; and if I find the report substan- 
tiated 1 will make such suggestions as I 
think will remedy the evil* complained of. 
I will give plenty of time for tli« remedies 
suggested to be applied, for I don't intentl 
to work a hardship upon anybody; but I 
am jKoin^ to euiorce the law. 

"There baa been a general complaint for 
some time that employes are not properly 
accommodated with necessary sanitary 
conveniences in this city, and particularlv 
in the cases of females'. I am told that it 
is not an uncommon tiling for them to l>e 
retjuired to perform hard work, without 
being properly supplied with seats. And 
again, I am told some places are very 
)ioorIy ventilated, and there are certain 
accommodations which common human- 
ity would require to be provided that are 
either inadequate, unfit fur use, or im- 
properly located or arrangtd. 

"Now, in this matter I am desirous of 
receiving sngeestions fron tbe pnbHe and 
the press. I don't come into this office 
thinltinii that I know everything, and I 
am willing to learn. There are nom-* 
things 1 intena to do, however, which 
luiTe been left imdone, and I suppose ttist 
is what I am drawine a salary for. 

".Another thing. I shall give out in- 
fortnaiion to tlie public throuKb the press 
from time to time. I don't believe in wait- 
ing ta-o years and then putting all the ac- 
crued information in a laUidated form be- 
fore the public in the jbajie of a book 
wbicli a man would not read unless he was 
paid to do so. I don't mean to say that 
this office will not make its customarj- re- 
port and recommendations; what I mean 
Is that the public shall receive the in- 
formation t CI which it is eiiiit'ed to as 
master witliout having to wait two years or 
more. 

"During the summer I expect to make a 
few trips throufrh tbe State tn gather in- 
fi'rniati.in relating to at;r!i r.;ti;r:il l.ibor, 
and I think the results will prove interest- 
ing to the jiublic. 

•'My first work, though, shall be the in- 
spection of factories and workshops. Em- 
ployes are entitled to humanitarian con- 
sideration, especially in matters of sanita- 
tion; in fact, that much is due to society 
in the way of health precaution, and it is 
because I feel prompted by these motives 
that I shall make a complete examination. 
Mr. Roberts is a good man and has made 
as many sacritices for labor as any other 
man. .Mr. (ireen is a very intelligent man 
and I think they will prove an effective 
team, fair and impartial, but energetic in 
the pierformance of their duties." 

No appropriation was made by the last 
Legislature for the tiuppori uf Commis- 
sioner Fitzirerald's otiice, but that does 
not bother him, be says. He will fall back 
upon the statute known as the empower- 
in^'- art, ajiproved February 0, 1889. Sec- 
tion 1" .)f that law provides that the Lat>or 
Commissioner is to receive a salary of 
$.'<>X)0 a year, the salary of bis deputy to be 
jl800. andtneofHcetobe supported by a 
sum "not exceeding $4500" for the "travel- 
ing ' aihl "other contingent e.xpenses of 
the bureau." Mr. Fitzgerald will stand 
im that. 

He has not appointed His principal dep- 
ittv. From certain sources it is ascertained 
that theic are a number of aspirants for 
that position. Among thera are Alex 
McCabe, brother of E. ICcCabe, Governor 
Budd's private secretary, and Cleveland 
Dam of Orikland, who was formerly sec- 
retary of the bii.-ird of I'uhlic Works in 
that city. Kx-Senator Goucber of Fresno 
also wants the place. It looks as if the 
billet might be secured bv Mr. McOabe. 

Incidentally Mr. Fitzgerald will gather 
statistics on'cbild labor. He e.Tpects to 
attempt a thorough investigation of the 
employment agency business. Free em- 
ployment bureans wilt be favored bv Mr. 
Fitzgerald. During the last legislative 
sesfiiuu he atteui)ite(l to get through a bill 
providing for them. From Commissioner 
Powers' report of tbe Labor Bnrean of 
Minnesota lor 1882 he recalls a statement 
made by Labor Commissioner Willard O. 
Hall of Missouri. In that statement Mr. 
Hull shows that labor in Ohio was 
robbed annually of $100,000 by these em- 
ployment agencies. One institution of 
('oluinhiis niailp motiey so fast thiit the 
agent ivas frightened out of town by the 
imrm-nse profits be derived from his frautl- 
ulent descriptive advertising. He was 
afraid the wrath of the victims be had de- 
ceived and Bwiii li'd would failuponbim 
if he remained

Another thing which Labor Commis- 
sioner Fitzgerald has resurrected is the 
State Chinese registration law of 1801. He 
intends to oonsnlt Attomey-Oeneral Fitz- 
gerald as soon as possible, and if tbe inter- 
view l>e favorable proceed at once to en- 
force the law. Under the law every Chi- 
nese resident of the State should apply at 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics for a "oertifi'* 
cate of residence," containing his photo- 
graph, somewhat similar to the require- 
ments of tbe Federal law known as the 
Oeiirv act, and for this certificate a fee of 
J5 would be imposed upon him. The law 
provide* for an indefinite number of depu- 
ties to issue such certificates, their com- 
pensation to be |1 for each certificate is- 
sued. If Attorney-General Fitzgerald 
concludes that the law can be enforced 
without confliotlng in any nuuumwitb, 



Federal prerogatives, a very large patron- 
age in the appointment of such deputies 
would fall to the Labor Commissioner, to 
be followed, perhaps, by an invasion of 
eaoer candidates. 

Tbe law would also give to tbe Stale a 
nice sum of money in the shape of a 
"Chinese fund," for wUcb it makes elab- 
orate provision. "It would mean $500,000 
to tbe State," observed tbe Commissioner 
with some enthusiasm, "considering that 
there are over 100,000 Chinese in Cali- 
fornia." And he remarked later on: "I 
don't see why they should not be com- 
pelled to get these certificates of residence, 
anyhow. It would be just like making 
them pay a State poll-tax, and residence 
here ongbt to be worth that mneh to 
them." 

This law is known as "An act to pro- 
hibit tbe coming of Chinese persons into 
tbe State, whether Bnbjects of the Chinese 
empire or otherwise^ and to provide for 
registration and ceitrScates of residence, 
and determine the status of all Chinese 
persons now resident of this State, and 
fixing penalties and punishment for tbe 
violation of this act. and providing for the 
deportation of criminals." What it act- 
ually does besides requiring registration is 
to provide for tbe deportation of every 
Chinese coming here, other than such as 
come in an otlicial capacity as representa- 
tives of the Chinese Government, or sim- 
ply pass through the State in transit. 

Its penalties for assisting Chinese to un- 
lawfully enter the State are deciiledly se- 
vere and the State courts would have full 
Jurisdiction, with this saving feature, how- 
ever, that in tbe cases of Chinese who 
could not dcfr.-iy the c.Tpi-n-cs of their own 
deportation, the court findings would be 
transmitted to the Governor and by him 
sent to the Secretary of the Treasury, with 
a request that tliey bs deported at the ex- 
pense of th« GoTemment of ths United 
Stetes. 

Only a very feeble effort has ever been 
made to enforce this law. Ex-Commis- 
sioner Walts reported that out of a possible 
72, -ITJ l-'hinese, according to the census of 
ISyO, only four made application for certifi- 
cates of residence, and it subsequently 
cost the State f lul 17 for the publication of 
notices to Chinese in tbe newspapers. 
These notices were ordered by the act to 
be published in one newspaper of every 
county. 

Whether to have attempted to put it 
into enforcement would have brought the 
State into conflict with the Federal aothor-^ 
ities is a question. At any rate Commis- 
sioner Fitzgerald will put it to a test and 
see, he says. Some of its provisions as to 
transportation agents might run up against 
the interstate law in a manner hardly yet 
foreseen. For instance, it compels all 
ticket agents, conductors of trains, cap- 
tains and pursers of vessels to demand of 
all Chinese asking for passage the produc- 
tion cf their certificates of residence, and 
in case no such certificate can be shown, to 
arrest the offenders and turn them over to 
peace otlicer? for prosecution. This must 
be done even when a Ciiinese simply 
wants to go from one plscs to-snotner 
within tbe Stete. 

Whatever issue might arise between the 
government of this ytate and that of the 
nation there the law is upon the statute- 
Imoks. It has nerer been repealed or 
nullified, says Mr. FitzgeraJd, and ' he 
doesn't see why it should not be enforced. 
Of the Chinese fund to accrue $2000 is 
placed at tbe Commissioner's dispo.sal. 

Out of twenty-four sections constituting 
the act there are two which expressly and 
iinmistaKably cover the question of de- 
portation. One of them wss probably 
aimed at Japanese felons.

The Electric Railroad Com- 
pany Scored by a Coro- 
ner's Jury.

"We, the jury, charge Patrick Winn 
with manslaughter and censure the rail- 
road company for gross negligence in not 
having proper gnards on the cara, and also 
for allowing the- cars to be run at an ex- 
cessive rate of speed," was the verdict in 
the inquest held on the remains of little 
Eugene Laugford, who was killed on 
Kearny street, near Washington, about 
two weeks ago, while on his way to 
school. 

In company with his sister he was cross- 
ing the street, when the car came along 
and crushed bis life out. The body could 
not be got from under the wheels and tbe 
current bad to be turned on and the car 
forced over tbe body. 

A dozen people who witnessed the 
shocking. ac«n« were called to tell what 
they knew. The testimony of the major- 
ity of them was to the effect that the car 
was running at a lively rate and that 
Patrick Winn, the motorman, was looking 
np Washington sticiet instead of along 
Kearny. 

On tbe stand Winn swore that he had 
taken every precaution. He rang tbe bell 
at the crossing and did all in bis power to 
stop the car when he discovered the child 
was on the track. 

The little fellow was dragged about 
seven feet before tbe car could Tie stopped, 
according to the witness. 

He also swore that the car was provided 
with the necessary equipments for throw- 
ing obstacles off the track. His testimony 
was corroborated by John Bremen, the 
conductor, who said that the car was mov- 
ing at a low rate of speed. 

The jury paid great attention to tbe testi- 
mony and questioned the witnesses fre- 
(juently. They endeavored to e.stablish tbe I 
fact that the cars on the Keamy-street line j 
are run at a very high rate of speed, dan- 
gerous to life and limb. They also sought | 
information as to whether the electric cars i 
were provided with proper guards. The ! 
jury evidently came to tbe conclusion that 
tbe cars were mn at a great rate of speed, 
and that proper guards were not provided. 

The electric cars have now killed three 
children in three weeks. The Mission- 
street line is responsible for two of tbe 
deaths and the Keamy-street line for the 
third. A movement is on foot to have the 
cars run at a Itss rate of speed and to see 
that tbe law requiring gnardfl on the can 
is enforced.

T'lP Alameda Conoty Good Roads Asw^ 
c jii.in will find a linn ally in Mayor 
I'Mviu, who, now that lio li.i? grown 
f:nu;!iar with bis office, is luai i'iug out the 
l>i'iii-y o( ili^ administiatiou and getting 
riady fur reforms which in his mind are of 
vital i;!iportance. 

One of iiis pet schemes for the improve- 
ment of tlie city is to pnt the streets in ex- 
cellent conilitiou and keep them so. He 
teiels that tlie present condition of some of 
the main thoroughfares is a disgrace to 
the municipality and he proposes to aid 
the association in its eSorts to compel the 
corporations using the streets to earrr oat 
to the letter the ordinances which are 
aimed at the preservation and improve- 
nient of the streets. 

llis project for the establishing of well- 
kept parks in the Tarious squares owned 
the city has already taken shape and 
J.jncoln •^<|uare, which" was dedicated with 
p.1 11. . r-;uony on the anniversary of 
1- • .:;.;Jay, will .=0'in Liccome a 

jilp;i=;iie ground m whicli llie city may 
take pride and which will attract much 
aiteiition. The Mayor explained his 
novel jilans for enlisting the interest of the 
ljeoj>!e yesterday. 

"My "method of beautifying our public 
squares," he said, "wiii not only make 
those tracts matters to be proud of, but 
will be without expense to the municipal 
coqioratiun except for maintenance after 
. they are improved. The idea is to give 
tiioee who have interest in the matter a 
chance to help the city by contributing 
•oiuetbing to beautify "the parks. I have 
•ent out notices to those whom I know to 
be ~ public-spirited citizens explaining the 
plan to them, and I liave alreadv had 
offers of enough material to make Lincoln 
Park a> handsome a piece of property as 
any in the country. 

"Each one wiil contribute a tree or shrub 
to be placed at different parts of the ]>ark. 
In some conspicuous place in the same 
will be maintained a list of the different 
plants and trees, with the names of the 
donors and other particulars — a roil of 
honor, as it were. This will give each one 
who donates a personal interest in the 
park, and I have no doubt that before long 
every public s<^uare in Oakland will M 
•imilarly arranged. 

"Another project which I sliall push 
daring my incumbencv in ti.e Mayor's 
office will" be the building of a seawall 
around the city front. There are about 
2500 acres of n-.ari<h lands which could be 
reclaimed by such a^work, and the value of 
these lands would be largely in excess of 
the cost of the wall. 

■'With the irainoved dreditini; 3i>pliances 
which arc now being used and taking into 
consideration the cnaracter of the bottom 
to be built on, such a seawall could be con- 
structed for $2,000,000 or less. The benefits 
to be derived by the city would be almoot 
incalculable. 

"1 believe that should such a project be 
placed before the people in the right light 
we could raise ^1,000,000 in twenty-four 
hours and enou^li in a week to complete 
the entire siruciure. 

"The city could do the w<yk with its own 
dredgers, issuing bonds from time to time 
as bonds were needed."

Owing to his inability to make clear to a 
stalwart member of the police force that he 
was unable to hear or speak, Edwin Colby, 
a h'an Francisco deaf mute, was locked up 
in the County Jail yesterday on a charge 
of insanity. He was sunning himself in 
one of the public squares when approached 
bv the officer, who jumped to the conclu- 
sion that because he could not answer 
questions he must be insane. Colby, who 
lives with his wife at oOit Seventh street, 
San Francisco, shows no signs of insanity, 
but on the contrary, seems unusually 
bright mentallv. Sheriff White has taken 
a friendly interest in Colby and will see 
that he is" not railroaded to the asylum be- 
fore he has had a fair trial. 

Colby writes on a card that it is an easy 
matter" for a deaf mnte to get into prison, 
but a har<l 0:1c to get out.

ment papers for the Nathalie issued by the 
Collector of Customs at Sitka. The papers 
were well thumbed and riiowed BiarkB of 
clumsy erasures. 

".\3 soon as I learned the facts I con- 
cluded that the Nathalie was the Star of 
Freedom and that the name of t!ie latter 
had been scraped off the stern and the 
name Nathalie substituted. I conveyed 
my suspicion to United States Consul 
Viosca, who is our agent at La Paz. Mr. 
'Vioaca immediately communicated the in- 
formation to the ciistom-liouse authorities, 
and a guard was ordered to San Jose del 
Cabo to arrest. Bartels aad his crew, the 
latter consisting of two young men. 

"The distance from I.a Paz to San Jose 
del Cabo is eighty miles as the crow tiies 
and it took the soldiers three days to make 
the trip. Fearing that Bartels might 
escape before the arrival of the soldiers, 
the iHit Iiorit ies sent an Indian messenger 
with a warrant for the arrest of the tliree 
men. The Indian covered the ground in 
twenty-four honrs and had started back to 
La Paz before the soldiers arrived at San 
Jose de! Cabo. I suppose that long before 
this iiartels and the Star of Freedom had 
reached La Paz. I telegraphed to 
the Merchants' Exchange as soon 
as I learned that Bartels was at 
the cape, but the people at the exchange 
were dilaiory about reeeiving mv message 
and considerable delay was entailed." 

Captain Johnson, owner of the Star of 
Freedom, has been looking up the record 
of Osrar Bartels. and has learned that he is 
a trader in other pi'ojile's vessels to a con- 
siderable tixtent. The man who ran away 
with the Star of Freedom stole the 
schooner Achilles from Seattle aud want 
sealing in her. As a sealer he was a great 
success, aiiil he turned over his catch to 
the Alaskan agents of the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company, receiving a draft on Louis 
8I0SS for $2000. Sloss refused to honor the 

Saper without an identification, and while 
lartels WHS waiting for his money the. 
owner of the vessel dropped into the city 
from Ashland, Or. Meantime Bartels had 
sectued f2400 from A. P. Lanrentzcn, 
giving him a mortgage on the vessel. The 
owner just got here in time, and he gath- 
ered in the money the thief had raised, in- 
cluding the bulk of the draft. He 
said that he «ras satisfied and considered 
that Bartels had dtme a good stroke of 
business for him, so the charge of barra- 
try was dropped and Bartels escaped 
prosecution. 

Bartels then tried to establish a credit 
for himself and was partially saccessful. 
Bnthis reputation soon became known 



and be dropped out of sight. He tamed 
up in San Diego and shortly afterward 
the schooner Dawn disappeared, and Bar- 
tels was Counted as niis'ing. It is now 
believed that Bartels took the Dawn to 
Mexico and sold her. If this is so it will 
soon be proved. Captain von Helms saw 
the Dawn at Mazatlan and he says that 
the vessel is sailing coastwise onderthe 
Mexican flag. 

About a year and a half ago the steam 
launch Periwinkle, owned oy the light- 
house department, dii-appeared from her 
moorings at Goat Island and was never 
heard from again.

Mr. Thompson and W. H. Payne oi Port- 
land have ordered a new machine for t^epa- 
rating gold from black sand on Rogue 
Kiver. 

The mining outlook in Mojate County, 
Arizona, was never better than at present. 
Mines that liave been idle for many years 
are now being worked. 

The Poorman, Novelty and California 
claims at Trail Creek, B. C., bave been sold 
to an American syndicate from Butte, 
Montana, for the sum of 120.000. It is pro- 
posed to do much development work at 
once. 

There is everv prospect of an early spring 
for Cariboo, fi. C. Tbe Fraser is open 
already. The winter has been exception- 

allv tine. 

'the dividends paid by the B. C. mining 
com]>anies in i'pokane daring the month 
of Febriuty were over $48,000; the Cariboo 
$8000, the Le Roi $8000 and the War Eagle 
over $32,000. 

The Board of California Debris Commis- 
sioners have granted the following appli- 
cjitions for hydraulic raining: Grizzly Hill 
and Dry (rulch of Volcano, Amador Coun- 
ty. They refused the application of Rattle- 
snake Jiar mine, because the provisions 
for holding the tailings were inadequate, 
so it seems the Debris Commissioners are 
"on guard" after all, and will not permit 
hydraulic mines to be worked nnless they 
liave proper imt>oundine works for their 
debris. This is as it should be of ronrse, 
and as most reasonable people believe. 
Hydraulic mining will be permitted to do 
no harm by this commisaion; it will be 
permitted to go on wliere no injury can be 
done.

Gold-KiDlnK In Sontbera Ore(oii. 
Tbe mining industry in our sister State 
has felt the impetus that has been so 
marked in California during the past year. 
Jackson County is swarming with pros- 
pectors, and numerous rich strikes are re- 
ported both in gravel and quartz. The 
Ashland quartz mine, near the town of 
Ashland, is about to change ownership, 
and will be under full headway soon. This 
mine has produced something over $10<J,- 
000 in the past, and there is a large quan- 
tity of pay ore in sight in the various 
levels, appro.iimatin>-, according to report 
of experts, fully $H.O,000. A recent care- 
ful test of some 3000 tons of tailings pave a 
result of $12 per ton, indicating that a more 
careful nianagemciu, with improved iiia- 
chinerv, would effect a success where fail- 
ure bail been met before. The Ophir quartz 
mine, also near Ashland, is Ijeing worked 
successfullv and prMiuces the nche.^it ore 
found in ali Southern Oregon. It is a small 
vein in granite formation, and, like all 
granite veins, is erratic, sometimes of fai; 
SUckness and then pinching to a men 
seam. Crossings occur in the vein from 
time to time, and at these places the ore i£ 
extremely rich, running up into the thou< 
•andsperton. W. 8. Chspman oi this 



citv is now engaged in opening up by the 
hydraulic process an immense Ixjdy of dis- 
integrated qiuu;/, lying about one mile 
north of Ashiaiid.' Tliis deposit covers 
somesi.Ttv acres ami i- v. ry rich. 

Placer mining is i :ii i ;cd on e-^tensively 
on the r.oiiuc liiver and the Applegate. 
Hundreds of men are at woric with rockers 
and sluic boxes up and down both of these 
streams, going over the same ground that 
was gone over nearly a half century a'-n, 
and frequently one sees the irresistible 
m>iniier at work belching forth against the 
gravcllv banks immensequantities of water, 
waslnii'^ away tons upon tons of material 
to the sniiics below, a single man in at- 
tendance tiius doing the work of at least a 
hundred men imder the old system with 
pick and shovel. 

An extensive plant has just been com- 
pleted near Hold Hill, on the Rogue River, 
to work the back channel of the rich bar at 
that place; great pumjMs are employed to 
raise the water to a considerable height to 
oh'ain snU'cient pressure for hydranlicking. 
A l ompauv of .Seattle and Portland capi- 
talists have recently acquired a large tract 
of rich gravel deposits on Fails Creek and 
already have a larce force of men at work 
and .ire meeting v;ith marked success. 
>-ard!ne Creek, a tributary of tiie Kol'UC 
River, is literally lined with miners and all 
are making good wages. 

Jackson County has produced from its 
placers over $12,'ino,OOfi in the past, and 
bids fair to far pass that mark in the near 
future from the deep gravel-beds that here- 
tofore have been but merely probed. 

Quartz pocket mining has been a prolific 
source of revenue to the prospector in the 
vicinity ot Gold Hill ever since 1859, when 
attention was called to this branch of min- 
ing bv the discoverv of the famous Gold 
Hill pocket th:u yielded upward of $300,000 
from a space 2ii lect long by 18 feet deep, 
the l. ,iu< 1 1 c iiiy about 18 inches thick. 
Thou.s:uu'.s ii!" it.>;iars were spent in the 
vain search for a c-intinnous ledge of ]iay- 
ing ore, and af; -r years of labor the mine 
was allowed to lie idle until this spring, 
when Mr. Oliver, the noted pocket-miner 
of Shasta County, took up the scent and is 
now in hot cii;.se for a pocket that he says 
should be l>elo'.v, and expresses a deter- 
mination to find it if he must go a thou- 
sand feet to do so. 

The pocket hunter must be a man of in- 
dustry, patience and good uidgmeiit to 
enable him to succeed at bis business, A 
pick, shovel and a prospecting pan are the 
only tools required. Thus equipped the 
prospector starts on his trip of discovery. 
From each hillside encountered he takes a 
shovelful of earth every few feet, carries 
it to the nearest water and pans it out. 
When a color is found another pan is 
made from or near the same place for con- 
firmation; if colors are again found, tlien 
comme;ioes the real art of the hunter. He 
pans the earth each direction from the 
point of discovery ouralle! with the con- 
tour of the iiill until he reaches the limit 
of the auriferous deposits, and this lie 
makes his base line. He will now aiivance 
up the hill probably twenty feet and run 
another line in the same manner parallel 
witii the base line, w liicb will be found to 
be somewhat shorter. This jirocess is con- 
tinued until the apex of the triangle is de- 
termined. To reach this point it is often 
necessary to take from SOO to 1000 test sam- 
ples, all of which must be carried to water, 
sometimes miles away, and months are 
cons;i!iicd upon a single trace. 

The apex' being located, the hunter 
makes a careful examination of the forma- 
tion of the hill in the immediate viciuiiv, 
noting the character of the country rock, 
the existence ni dikes, the trend and pitch 
of same, ana tjting guided by former ex- 
in rience, starts a tunnel into the hill in 
.II cordance with theresultof such exam i- 
:Kition, and if he has calculated carefully, 
the pocket is found in a short distance, 
and his well-earned reward is at hand. 
Pocket iiiiariz is always of a distinctive 
char.ii tt I, easily disi in:-'uished from that 
of Hrsure veins in its peculiar crystalliza- 
tion and glassy appearance. The Ham- 
mersley ipiartz property, consisting of the 
Little "Daisy. Co.\ey and Dorritt claims, 
is now beinc worked by Mr. Morton 
Lindley of Gold Hill, and bids fair to con- 
tinue for a long time a good dividend pay- 
ing property. Mr. Lindley is also operating 
successlully two other projierties in tliis 
vicinity, known as tbe Red tiak ami Kita 
quartz mines. A rich strike ot quartz 
is reported from Battle Mountain, made 
memorable by the sanguinary decisive 
fight in la*} between "Fighting Joe" Lane 
and the Rogue River Indians. Fully a 
dozen strikes are reported from 
Baker <'ouiitv, and three ten-stamp 
mills have ' already been ordered 
for that section. The Bohemia district is 
attracting a great deal of attention this 
spring. Withal Oregon seems to be enter- 
ing upon an era of mining prosperity 
never Wore equaled in tbe history of the 
State. 

Platlnnm. 

Some active operations will be carried on 
in mining for platinum on the Similka- 
meen Kiver, British Columbia, this sum- 
mer, a company having been organized for 
that purpose. The miners first thought it 
a kind of w hit'- ir. in cjf no value and inter- 
fering with liiiir gold washing. In the 
past two or three years thfre lias been an 
upward tendency in the range of value, 
owing to various reasons, the first of which 
may be considered the demand for the 
metal, which constantly exceeds the 
meager supply, and also the fact that, 
although it Is known to exist in great 
abundance on the Similkarueen, yet the 
companies owning the placer grounds 
have not in the past been working them to 
any great extent, and in fact are only now 
about to assume active operations. 

The world's main supply of this import- 
ant metal comes mainly f:om Russia. The 
only place in this country where it has 
ever been found to any extent is in the 
upper part of California and Southern 
Oregon. California has supplied all the 
American product for several years, but it 
only amounts to a few hnndi ed ounces an- 
nually. However, no special care has been 
taken to save it in the sluices of the 
mines in those localities where it occurs. 
■Ihe metal is very valuable anil more care 
should be exercised by the placer miners 
in catching it. It is only found in placers 
in company with gold, there being no 
"ledgH^" ever discovered. If the British 
Columbia platinum minins scheme is 
successful, doubtless more interest will be 
taken in tnose localities in this State where 
it occurs. 

HinlnK Operations In Amador Connty. 

J. H. Tibbitts is down from Amador 
County and speaks in glowing terms of the 
future of the "Mother- lode," from the 
Cosumnes to the Mokelnmne River. At 
the northern portion of the Mother lode 
the Bay State Mining and Development 
Company is keeping a ten-stamp mill sup- 
plied with goo<l milling ore from the tiOO 
levil. About Plymouth considerable stir 
is going on. Old abandoned mines are be- 
ing opened with the view of putting them 
on a dividend basis by replacing the old 
machinery with new and heavier milling 
plants, coupled with all the modern im- 
provements for saving gold. One of the 
old mines that is now being opened is the 
Lucinc. formerly the New London. The 
company is now completing a very exten- 
sive hoi^tiii;; and milling j laiit. 

The I'lonei-r, siliiaied south of the New- 
London and on the Mother lode, has a 
new deep working shaft and a complete 
twenty-stamp mill. The formation under- 
ground and eharacter of the ore bodies 
nave all the characteristics of the old 
Plymouth Consolidated mines. Mr. Rob- 
inson is superintendent. In and around 
Drytown district several syndicates are in- 
ves'iigating the locations with the view of 
liurchasiiig. The Gover Company expects 
to transfer their property to some capitalist 
soon. Mining men say, with proper ma- 
chinery with the vast amount of low-grade 
ore now opened in the various levels, this 
mine can be made to pay. 

Amandor City has had a new start this 
spring. The Miay F! >wer Company, for- 
merly the old Bunker Hill, have now quite 
an "xtcnsive payroll. The company con- 
tra'- fr vi ral mines which sup[i!y a forty- 
st.imp mill, most of the ore doming from 
the original Amador. The promoter 
and organizer of the May Flower Company 
is now grading for a two foot gauge rail- 
road from' Carboudale, a slaiimi on the 
Southern Pacific, to connect with Amador 
Ci^, a distance of fontteen miiea.

Tr«atment of the Eyes, Ears, Nose 
and TYiroat Discussed— The 
Banquet. 



Th^re was a considerable falling oft in 
the tiilance at the meeting of the 
.Mi .lii .il Society of the State of California 
yesterday, as many of the members from 
interior points bad returned home, 
and because the day was largely devoted 
to papers on special diseases of the ear, 
eye, throat and nose, which attracted only 
the specialists in these lines. 

The session opened with the readine of 
a paper by Dr. C. L. Bard of Ventura on 
"An Operation fnr the Relief of Hyper- 
trophy of the J'rostrate Gland." More 
than usual interest wa- e.\cited by Dr. O. 
J. Mayer's paper on "Kiarly and Radical 
Operation for Cancer of the Breast, with a 
New Sympton for an Early Diagnosis." 

Mrs. Dr. E. S. Meade of San Jose was to 
have read a paper on "Modem Ideas on 
Infant Feeding," bnt, being absent, it was 
read by Secretary Kerr. It pointed out 
the great natural advantages enjoyed by 
chiliiren wim are fed at the breast, and 
advised the ^-reatest care in the selection 
of infant iou.i. 

Among tile other papers read were: 
"Symptoms and Treatment <<i lii^'itti- 
ciencies of the Orbital Muscles, ' by Dr. H. 
Bert Ellis of Los Angeles; "The Relation 
of Errors of Refraction to ReHex Symp- 
toms," by Dr. Wi!li:im I'llery Briggs of 
Sacrairi-nio: "S. r.>ii;lous liirlammation of 
the Eye in Children," bv K. Pischl of 
San Francisco; and "Relations Between 
Affections of the Eve and Lesions of Other 
Parts," by Dr, ll. J. Jones of San 
Francisco. 

In the course of his paper on "Our Chil- 
dren's Eyes" Dr. W. F. Southard of San 
Francisco laid stress on the importance of 
paying special attention to the condition 
of children's eyes just before they were 
sent to schoolj'and suggested that every 
child should have its eyes examined by an 
expert before being sent to school and 
then he furnished with a certificate, which 
shiinld be civen to the teacher fur in r 
guidance as to the amount of w ork to be 
imposed on the child. 

Dr. Thomas T. Enmbold's paper show- 
ing that the functions of muscles of tiie 
ear is to imitate and amplify sounds, on 
his request was simply read by title and 
then referred. 

Dr. A. Barkan related a number of inter- 
esting cases wheiein foreign bodies were 
remnved from injured eyes bytbense of 
the electro-magnet. 

"Atrophic Rhinitis," an almost'purely 
technical paper, was the subject of the 
paper read by Dr. W. A. Martin of this 
citv. 

fir. Thomas F. Rumbold of this city 
went into the reason for supplementary 
courses in the treatment of chronic nasal 
inflammation and then detailed the times 
when these courses should be repeated and 
their number. 

In the evening about I.tOoI the members, 
including a dozen ladies, sat at the 'oan- 
quet board in Maple Hall in the Palace 
Hotel. After two hours sjient in jdeasur- 
able attendance to the physical man Toast- 
master t^. C. Wadsworth of San Francisco 
st.arted the feast of wit and reason by call- 
ing upon Iir. Ci. L. Simmons of San 'Fran- 
riscD. presi'ient of the sorn f. . to respond 
to the toast ut "The Meiiical Society of 
the State of Caiifornia," which he did in a 
happy vein, relating the story of the 
organization and some interesting experi- 
ences of the days of the argonauts when a 
grain of quinine was paid for by twice its 
weight in gold.

People in the business parts of the city 
complained bitterly yesterday of the 
clouds of dust and papers flying about the 
streets.

This resolution went into effect 
yesterday, bnt hereafter the sweepers w ill 
be laid off on Wednesdays. 

The Merchants' Association has a sharp 
stick cut for the man who has contracteil 
to keep the bituminized streets in perfect 
repair for the present year. The term of 
bis contract will expire in June. The 
merchants have had an expert go over 
every street in the city that is paved with 
bitumen, and he has reported that a large 
number of these streets are not in good 
condition. 

The association has determined that the 
contractor must live up to his aL'reenient 
and that he must leave every hitiiiiiii.i/.eil 
street in perfect condition before he can be 
released from bis obligation to the city. A 
committee will appear at the next meeting 
of the Board of Supervisors and demand 
that the work be done according to con- 
tract or snit be histituted to recover on tlie 
contractor's bonds an eqtiivalent to the 
amount of tbe work left undone. The ex- 
pert states that tbe work has been so sadly 
neglected that it cannot be finished by 
Jnne.

V«ll«y Road Managers Waiting 
for an Eventful 
) Week.

P«-inlsslon to Build Drawbridges 
Over Navigable Channels 
Is Asked. 



Indications are that next week will be an ' 
eventful one in the history of the San 
Francisco and San Joaquin Vallry Rail- 
way. For the present the directors of that 
company are resting on their oars, feeling 
they are entitled to a rest after acconii'lish- 
■ing wonders in a remarkably short space of 
time. Thoy stiirted the project of a rail- 
way through the great valley of California 
Ihst will emancipate the State tbrongh 
^competition in transportation of passengers 
i and teeming produce ol most of California's 
most productive lands. They went ahead 
at once, striking the iron while it was hot, 
collected over $2,500,000 in subscriptions 
Hfrom the people, made claims for rights of 
' vay, started engineers out on the San Joa- 
,quin plains with a clear way pointed out 
aoatbward to the Tohachapi fuotliills of 
JCern County, ami made arruiigemcnts for 
supplies am; Iniililiiicr materials. 

Even now a steamer is speeding round 
'the continent with a cargo of steel rails 
and spikes, mills are running day and 
night reeling off the bands of iron that 
are to join tlie great valley witli the me- 
tropolis of this coast, and enough work in 
i«ll directions has been planned that every 
■director may now take a breathing spell 
and look after his own private affairs. 

A special meeting of llie Harbiir('"m- 
missioners and the valley ro.ni diretiors 
will be held next Monday for the purpose 
of discussing the lease " of China Basin 
for a terminus in this city. It is thought 
iiighly proiiable th.at the lease will be 
Bigned, if not at this meeting certainly 
SMue day during the week. Tiic ' 
tee appointed to reconstruct the 'c.is<- has 
ieunM an understanding as to Jiow it 
fihanid be written, and sent copies to the 
Governor, the Harbor Commission and the 
railway directors. Xo changes are made 
In the terms or considerations of the origi- 
nal documents, which in the main has 
been preserved. The only alterations are 
in elimination of ronndabont passages and 
a condensing of the language. As the for- 
mer lease had little that was objectionable 
to all concerned, the committee believes 
tiiat the amended one wUl be freely signed. 

P. A. Baell, who is one of the most 
energetic of Stockton's promoters of the 
valley railroad, was in thi-city Wednesday 
on important business connected with 
lights of way, fianchises and engineering 
work of the new railway in and near 
Stockton. He spent a long time with Di- 
rector Robert \Vatt and Chief Kngineer 
Storey in reviewing maps made by the 
cnrveVing party that moved its camp on 
Tuesday to CoUegeville. 

Among other things bridee? were con- 
Mered by the practical minded director 
and eni^ineer, and drawings were sub- 
mitted to the United States War Depart - 
Aieftt, with a request for permission to 
construct drawbriilges over the navigable 
channels which give Stockton direct water 
communication with the harbor of San 
Francisco. 

Mr. Buell is familiar with every foot of 
ground in the eastern portion of the San 
Joaquin Valley, and as he has made a spe- 
cial study of the valley road route to Ba- 
kersfield* considerable weight attaches to 
bis opinions. 

"I believe," said he, "that the most 
practicable route from Stockton is to Bur- 
neyviile, where the road would have a 
good crossing over the Stanislaus River at 
a point about four miles west of Oakdale. 
From this point I would run close to the 
Okkdale extension of the Stockton and 
Copperopolis road to Merced, and thence 
a few miles east parallel with the Southern 
Pacific Railway to Fresno. From Fresno 
south the preferable route lies between the 
two lines of the Sonthem PaeiflctoVisalia, 
■where connections could be made with the 
Tulare and Visalia Railroad. 

"I should run about due south to a point 
about Woodville; from here diverge to the 
•West, croBsinar the main line of the South- 
em Pacific at'a point near Alila and par- 
idleling the Soatbem Pacific on the west 
side oisame a few miles distant to Bakers- 
field. 

"This line would give the most direct 
iroute from Stockton to Bakersfield and 
teach the richest part of the San Joaquin 
Valley, and the part now most extensively 
irrigated, and as this line will unquestioii- 
^bly be the main trunk line for the outlet 
of one or more Eastern roads, it should be 
m^e as short as possible, so that quicker 
lime can be made. Of course this route 
would skip several good towns, namely 
Modesto, Madera, Hanford, Sanger and 
Porterville. Branch lines or feeders could 
be built to these towns at cuniiiaratively 
trifling cost, and they mijfiit h>- oj.erated 
by electricity, as power could be obtained 
from the numerous rivers of the San 
Joaquin Valley." 

. With regard to the capital which Stock- 
toti has promised to contribute toward the 
competing railroad he said that only a few 
thousand dollars are needed to make the 
total sum of $l(Xi.r"jO. 

"lean assure you" he said in conclusion, 
"that the Stockton Council is all right 
«m the franchise proposition. We will 
have the franchise and the rights of way 
in a few weeks, and you can then find us 
iraiting for construction to begin." 

Attorney Preston is revising Stockton's 
iBemand for an agreement on the directors' 
part tnat they shall build a railway from 
Stockton to £em County. He stated that 
the agreement is in the iuain acceptable to 
the bMrd of directors, but some aught aU 
terstions are necessary before it can be 
signed. The board is only too willing to 
sign it, as an earnest of their design, which 
is Bo well understood that there can be no 
dk>llbting its certainty. 
' The directors will hold a meeting Tues- 
day next, for which the secretary is busily 
making preparations. The most important 
•vent of this se-sion may be the issuance 
a|. certificates t'ra:: ; - - v. iio subscribed 
Inr.stodt.

■^Illiam Innis Thornton, brother-in-law 
of City and County Attorney Harry 1. Cres- 
well, was found dead in bed at 2101 Dcvisa- 
Asro street yesterday morning. On Wednes- 
day be went oat to the park with bis 
mother, Mrs. Bessie Thornton. He was in 
good spirits and said he never felt better 
bi bis life. In the evening he sat chatting 
with his mother and sister until 9 o'clock 
and then went to his room. He took a 
paper along to read, as he said he was more 
tired than sleepy. 

At 7:80 o'clock next moxning a servant 
went np and rapped on the door. There 
was no answer and Mrs. Thornton was so 
informed. The latter then tried to open 
the door, but found it locked. Becoming 
alarmed she informed Mr. Creswell, who 

fot into the room by climbing along a 
edge and getting in through u window. 
He found his brother-in-law lying in l>ed 
in a perfectly natural position and at first 
. tliougbt fas was unconscious. An exami- 
nation showed that he was dead, however. 
The matter was reported to Coroner Haw- 
kins and an autopsy was made. It showed 
that death was due to heart disease.

The divorce case of Michael Lawton 
against Mary A. Lawton was on trial be- 
fore Judge Sanderson yesterday. 

It was tried once before and resulted in a 
mis-trial. Of the witnesses one man was 
shot and instantly killed, another seriously 
injured, and a third is now in the peniten- 
tiary through the attempt of the plaintiff 
to get incriminating evidence against his 
wife. 

"I have told the story in court four 
times," said Michael I.hwton, in reply to a 
question of Judge Sanderson. 

Briefly the story is that I.awton stlS- 
pected his wife of infidelity and, through 
trapdoors and peepholes in his bouse, kept 
her under constant espionage. He was es- 
jiecially iealons of Daniel Daly, a pipe- 
titter employetl at the I nion Iron Works, 
who was rooming at Lawton's house at 516 
Connecticut street. Not satisfied with 
his own watching, he had some of his ac- 
quaintances act as spies, and with them 
formed the plan which led to a tragedy. 

On Sunday, May ", 1893, Lawton tolii his 
wife he was going out to" North Beach to 
spend the day. He left the house at 4 
.K. M., but immediately returned. After 
placing bis brother, ,lotin J. Lawton. .lolm 
(.arroU, Frank Carroll and J. F. Kleuck at 
the outer door of the building, he 
went to the basement, under Daly's 
room. In the floor was a hole which he 
had cut and which enabled him to see 
what happened in the room. It was ar- 
ranged that at a signal from him those 
outside were to break into the room. 

The signal was given about 7 o'clock, the 
door burst in, and the attacking party was 
met by a rapid fire by Daly. John J. Law- 
ton was shot through the heart and John 
Carroll through the right lung. The for- 
mer died instantly. Daly gave himself 
up, was tried and sent to the penitentiary 
for the killing. 

Daly's defense was that he was attacked 
and rired to defend himself. It was shown 
the attacking party was armed, though 
there was no proof that any of them had 
drawn their pistols. Daly also claimed 
that the whole affair was a part of a scheme 
of blackmail on the part of Lawton. 

Mrs. Lawton testified that Daly had 
been ill and she went to bis room on the 
morning of the shooting to ask him 
whether she should make beef tea for him. 

In the i^resent proceeding Mrs. Lawton 
has filed a cross-complaint asking that the 
divorce be granted to her on grounds of 
extreme cruelty. The case was not con- 
cluded.

ImpeaeluMat Pntoeedlags Ware Begun 
ia ^adga Saaderson's C«art 
Tasterday. 



In the statement made by Judge Camp- 
bell, as publbbcd in the Cali. yesterday, 
he said be regarded the whole matter of 
the charges ag^Unst him as very foolish, 
and was in no way disturbed by the report 
that the Grand Jury had taken action in 
the matter. 

Yesterday morning District Attorney 
Barnes jiresented the formal charges 
against Campbell in Judge ."Sanderson's 
court. The instrument is addressed to the 
Superior Court, Judge Sanderson and Dis- 
trict Attorney Barnes. It recites the facts 
of the official positions held by Police 
Judges Campbell and Low, and then the 
charges are 8i)ecifically made. 

The story as it is given in the ac- 
cusation is that on February 4, Ifft'i, there 
was pending before Judge I/ow, in Police 
Court 4, a proceeding against \V. S. Pierce 
for grand larceny; that on that day Judge 
Low made an order admitting Pierce to 
bail in the sum of that he gave 

notice to Jodee Campbell not to accept any 
sureties which might be offered upon any 
bail bond, as an effort was made to liberate 
Pierce on valueless bonds: that Campbell, 
in a back room of a saloon at 117 Park 
avenue, of which saloon John McNamara, 
a bailiff of Judge Campbell's cotirt, was 
the proprietor, •'did willfnl/y, knowingly 
and corruptly" acknowledge and approve 
as sureties John Linahan and T. F. Harry, 
who were each of them known by Cam p- 
bell to be improper and insolvent parties. 

The bond is set ont at length and is 
signed by John I.inalian, 3-2 Fifth street, 
and T. F. liarry, lotj Bennington street. 
Linahan swore that he owned a lot on the 
south side of Clara street, between Fourth 
and Fifth, worth $6000 and mort- 
gaged for IITA and Barry swore tliat he 
owned a lot on the north side of Penning- 
ton street, between Cortland avenue and 
Ellert, worth $3000, and that the same was 
unincumbered. 

The accusation continues that Campbell 
knew both Linahan and Barry were in- 
solvent and that he. ordered the release. 
It concludes with the following: 

Wherefore the said Grand Jury pray tnat the 
said James A.Campbell may be required to 
answer this accnsation, and that upon hii con- 
viction of the willful and corrnpt misconduct 
in office hereinbefore charged against him 
Judgment may be pronounced that the said 
James A. Campbell be removed from his office 
of Judge of the Police Court In and for the city 
an<l county of San Francisco. 

Upon the presentation of this charge 
Judge Sanderson, on the motion of 
the District Attorney, ordered that Judge 
Campbell be cited to appear before him on 
Tuesday, April 30, at 10 a. k.

Th« Judse Served With a Notice 
Which He Will Not Reoos- 
nize. 



The removal of Ambrose 'Watson, clerk 
of Judge Conlan's court, by the "solid 
eight." will be made a test case. Watson 
has l>een advised by his numerous friends 
not to tamely submit to bis removal with- 
out cause, and Judge Conlan yesterday 
morning announced from the bench that 
he did not propose *to recognize any other 
clerk but 'N'^atson. 

About half-past 10 o'clock the Judge was 
handed a long yellow envelope, and when 
he ojiened it he ejaculated, "Pshaw !" It 
contained a cojiy of the resolution of the 
Board of Siii^ervisors dismissing Watson 
and ap^inting A. L. Morgenstem, son of 
Supervisor Morgenstern, to fill Uie va- 
cancy. 

After reading the resolution the Judge 

said : 

I think it particularly strange that the Board 

of Supervisors should see fit to take an action 
of tills character in regard to the removal of 
Mr. Watson, who is clerk of ray court, and to 
install another clerk by the name of Morgen- 
stern. I think it is reiiiHrkahle that, after they 
had succeetied in ohininiiig such an honest 
official as Xir. Watson, who is, besides, one of 
the most efficient men we have ever bed, that 
they should do this. I do not think it is right

tnat he aboold be removed and go ont of 
oflice with tbeitlgmaof discharge on him. If 
they choose to search his record up to the pres- 
ent time I don't believe they will find one act 
of hie, offleial or private, that would warrant 
them in thinking of discharging him. J, my- 
self, win oonsult ray attorney, Carroll Cook, 
who ia ont of town at the moment, and receive 
advice in relation to the same. At this time I 
shall see tit not to recognise any other person 
as clerk but Mr. Wataon. Anyway, I qnestlon 
the rieht of the Board of Supervisors to dis- 
charge him. 1 have Known him when I was 
jiracticing law and siiu-e I have been in office, 
and he has always hewn an honest and indus- 
trious official. 

The announcement created a sensation 
about the City Htill when it became gener- 
ally known. It was as much a siirj. rise to 
Clerk Watson as to anybody else, as the 
Judge had never mentioned to liini the 
subject of his dismi.ssal. 

"I mean what 1 say," said the Judge 
after his court had adjourned. "I have 
had every reason to congratulate myself 
upon having such eflicient and honest 
officials in my court, and I can tell you it 
is a. most important thing to have a clerk 
who can keep the records straight. If not 
the court is brought into disrepute. Police 
Court attorneys have been known to steal 
complaints, and I don't want any of that 
sort of thing in my court. 

"The Supervisors have no right, in my 
opinion, to remove Watson without cause. 
Lnder lh» l.awler act, by which No. 2 
court wtis formed, it is ili^tinctly laid down 
that a clerk shall be elected by the Board 
of Supervisors for two years. I bold, 
therefore, that there ia no law to authorize 
the Super\-isorH to remove any clerk at 
their pleasure, for they can have nothing 
against Watson as to his competency and 
honesty. His removal would be a great 
injustice to the public. I never heard of 
this voung man, Morgenstern, holding any 
similar po-^ition, and I don't propose to 
have an untried man forced upon me. 

"I have spoken to reputable attorneys 
and they have told me they could honestly 
say that a more aeconiniodating or compe- 
tent clerk than Watson tbev had never 
found, and they expressed their surprise 
and indignation at the action of the board. 

•'I shall not recognize any other clerk 
but Watson until I am comjielled to do so 
by the courts. I shall at once consult my 
attorney, Carroll Cook, and place tiie mat- 
ter in his bands."

Good Work Will Not B6 
Hampered for Want of 

Money. 



The Commissioners Have Sub- 
ecrlbed Ten Thousand Dollare 
for Expenses. 



The members of the State Board of Hor- 
ticulture have determined that the work 
the commission has been performing must 
contintie, notwithstamling the Governor 
dcclineil l(j aj'provf of the legislative bill 
approi)riating $l'(i,oflO to the board's use. 

At a recent meeting the board deplored 
the fact that the commission will be with- 
out the State's assistance in fighting insect 
and scale pests that oontinnally endanger 
the Imit industry of the State. After the 
open meeting the board went into execu- 
tive session, and after considerable debate 
decided that the work must go on, bill or 
no bill. 

The existence of the commission and the 
salaries of its srcmtary and clerks are not 
affected by the l)ill in ijuestioii. but it left 
the irorticulturai Board without any 
means for carrying on the work. The Com- 
missioneis, in their executive session, de- 
termined that the fruit industries of the 
State must not suffer for the lack of a little 
money. They are all large fruit-growers, 
and they concluded that individually tliey 
would lie injured more than the amount 
required to carry on the work should their' 
efforts cease for a day. 

The introduction of a lot of infected trees 
or plants from a foreign port would cause 
the destruction of thousands of dollars of 
fruit and vine property. Before this should 
happen the Commissioners said they 
would stand all of the expenses of the 
board from their own pockets. 

As the annual appropriation has been 
$10,000 they agreed to subscribe a similar 
amount.

The nine Commissioners agreed to sub- 
ecribe 11111 10 apiece. 

"If some fruit pests should get into my 
orchards mv loss on the cr.]) \vould 
amount to liiore than $1000 and it might 
cost me more than the entire running ex- 
penses of the Board of Horticulture for a 
year to destroy the pest. In fact it might 
result in the total destruction oi my 
orchards," remarked one of the Commis- 
sioners. 

His views were shared by his colleactncs 
and so the matter was settled. There is a 
little over $:«k) remaining unexpended 
from the last Slate appropriation and this 

will last until the end of the fiscal year, 
Junc^O. I'roni that time on the burden 
will be carried by the lloriicultural Com- 
missioners. 

"If the $10,000 subscribed is not sufficient 
to carry on the work for the year they will 
simply go down into their jKjckets and 
make up the amount required," said Secre- 
tary Lelong yesterday. "These gentlemen 
serve without pav aiid they ore also will- 
ing to give large'.'unis of "money to have 
their orchards protected. 

"They have fruit interests all over the 
State. If the otherorchardists are willing 
to share the burden their contributions 
will be gladlv accepted, and added to the 
flO.iXK) already suhs(;ribed. 1 here is ]»leiity 
of use for motley for protecting the orch- 
ards and vineyards from pests that are 
constantly arriving from outside of the 
State and those that nre sprinying into ex- 
istence within the .-^late. The farmers 
need not be alarmed because the bill was 
not signed, for the good work will go on 
the same as before." 

The rejKirt of Quarantine Officer and 
Kntomologist .Mexander Craw will be of 
considerable interest to farmers and fruit- 
raisers. He said that during the past year 
ninety-five vessels arrived in San Fran- 
cisco from foreign countries, having on 
board plants and trees. It was necessary 
to disinfect and destroy many trees, as 
they were infested with insects new to this 
State. Continuing, he says: 

Ihave to report tlint since the board's request 
to the Collector of r;>;.inis of this port, no 
plants can lie landed irom any ves«wl unless a 
represeniaiive of this board is present, ns or- 
'I. r> liave b.'tTi i.tsued to that ellcct to all cu>- 
loms inspectors. This put a slop to any mem- 
ber of a crew liidinfi jtiants and afterward 
removing thfin. as instniire" of this kind huve 
been attemjited.

Mr. Craw states that a small "mite" is 
injuring the leaves of citrus trees in San 
Diego. Dry sulphur is recommended. 
Purple scale is still prevalent in many 
orange orchards. Spraying has no effect 
upon Ibi.s scab', and the gas treatment is 
the best found so far. An investigation of 
the reported blight in the orange orchards 
in Yuba ami Butte counties resulted in 
the officer finding that the trees died from 
the roots rotting from too much lYopisture 
caused by poor drainage. The following 
gentlemen have been appointed quaran- 
tine guardians in the districts named:

Senator John Fay of North Beach has 
gone to Los Angeles. To be sure, the fiesta 
times are on, but the politicians say he has 
gone south to confer with Senator 'White 
on the Mint question. 

When .'^u|ierinteniicnt of the Mint Dag- 
gett announced that it was not because 
certain members of the last I/Cgislature 
had voted against him for United-States 
Senator that he was taking away their 
patronage in the Mint, but that it waa be- 
cause they were not representative Demo- 
crats, be little knew the storm be was 
raising. All the prominent members of 
the party to whom be has refused places 
now consider that he has <:eclared against 
their Democracy. 

As a result they are in arms. It is to be 
noted that those wbos,. party fealty has 
been questioned are niainly those who 
liave fought the ib.ickley-rs.-iiney combina- 
tion. It was eiiually noticeable that the 
last named ))olitician has influenced the 
bestowal of many places in the Mint, and 
hence mufit be considered a thorough rep- 
resentative of Democracy from Mr. Dag- 
cett's standpoint. 

Among the lirst to be aroused by the 
rumors of Mr. D.iggett's assuming the 
offensive against his enemies were the 
Murphvs, "Barney" and "Jimmie." 
Thev are both wealthy men, and have 
never stinted their money when the suc- 
cess of the party demanded its use. 

Barney Murphy was deemed enough of 
a representative Democrat to have almost 
a victorious following in the gubernatorial 
contest in the last State convention. He 
has always been a power in the lower coast 
countit's. Mr. Daggett, however, refused 
to consider liim worthy of any representa- 
tion in the Mint. To have it announced 
later that only the real Democrats were to 
be rewarded was tDo much for Mr. Mur- 
phy's patience. 

Jimmie Murphy came to the city to find 
what was up. He wrote to Senator White 
a full account of his grievance. 

It seems that when Mr. l.'aggett went 
into otlicc Mr. Murphy made an urgent re- 
quest that Mrs. Tom Fowler be retained in 
a position she held. She was the widow of 
Senator Tom Fowler, formerly of Tulare, 
who had been a power i;i the Democratic 
party for years. Mr. Murphy offered to 
i;ive"heavy' security for the lady's fidelity 
and also to furnish $25,000 of the bond re- 
quired of the Superintendent of the Mint 
if his request were granted. But the widow 
was dismissed. 

Mr. Murjihy felt aggrieved. Still, be was 
not willing to admit even to himself that 
bis services to his party could be so cava- 
lierly overlooked. And later when requested 
to do so he wrote a personal. letter to Mr. 
Dagitett requesting the appointment to a 
place of a young man. 

He did not even get an answer. Then 
was there wrath in the Murphy breast, and 
the Murphvs are good haters as well as 
good friends. The time for resentment 
did not .seem opportune till recently. 

It tooK the form of a letter to Senator 
White. .\n un;-:itisfactory answer was re- 
ceived. This answer announced that Mr. 
White thought the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Mr. Carlisle, would not want to inter- 
fere in the matter of removals at the Mint 
except in two instances. These were in 
the cases of employes appointed at the 
request of Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
and of Mr. Carlisle himself. 

Since the receijit of this letter Mr. Mur- 
phy has been constantly attended by In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Welburn. The 
initiated declare that Mr. Welbum has in- 
duced the gentleman from San Jose to re- 
lax his demand for vengeance. This may 
not be true, but Mr. Murphy is not now 
so ready to tell of Mr. Daegett's shortcom- 
ings as he was, and Mr. Welburn is an in- 
timate friend, politically and socially, of 
the Superinteniient of the Mint. 

Max Popjiersays that if Mr. Daggett is 
usini; his gift of " places to punish the un- 
worthy and rewaifd representative Demo- 
crats, Mr. Daggett's Democratic party 
must consist entirely of the ward politi- 
cians and their followers. Those left out 
of the fold he points to as Congressman J. 
G. Maguire, Senator Stephen M. White, 
the Murphys of San Jose, himself and his 
friends. Now. to this number are added 
State Senators (iesford and Bit'gv, while in 
Sacramento it was openly stated that live 
other Senators, who voted aeainst Mr. 
Daggett for t'nited States Senator, were to 
be added to those whose patronage at the 
Mint was to be taken aw.ay. 

Interest in the troubles of Mr. Daggett is 
felt in Sacramento. This is evinced by a 
letter which accuses Mr. Daggett of having 
made misstatements to the papers, ft 
reads:

Dr. Carlson then went on to say that it 
is, especially in diphtheria, that the anti- 
toxine method has been extensively ap- 
plied and the r(-sultH carefully recorded. 
He gave statistics which showed a reduc- 
tion of the death rate from about 40 per 
cent to IS per cent in epidemics of equally 
widespread prevalence and virulence of 
tyi.e. 

Ihe disenssioii which followed the reail- 
ing of this pai>er showed the popnlar in- 
terest not only of medical, but other men. 
I'resident S|.encer said the newspaper no- 
toriety L'iven a ciTlain fatal case treated 
with anti-toxine in the East was unfortu- 
nate, since the general pablic was easily 
influenced and formed nasty conclusions 
without taking into account other .attend- 
ing lurciimstances. 

At the clo.sc of the discussion a dem- 
onstration of section-cutting was held, 
and microtome sections to the thinness of 
l-lO.blXJ of an inch were cut by the paraf- 
fine method and by the ether-freezing j 
meiiioJ. Members were very much inter- ' 
ested in this demonstration by President 
Spencer, evidenced by their inquiries into 
the minutest details of the operation, and 
on adjournment expressed themselves 
b'.gbly pleased.

Mr. Macuire said yesterday that his re- 
election bad fhown that lie really repre- 
sented the Democratic party. He said 
also that he had not been given any place 
in the Mint for his friends, and that 
Representative Geary was the only one 
of the < 'ongressmen who had been recog- 
nized in this way by Mr. Daggett. Mr. 
Maguire at first refused to say anything at 
all. Finally he explained : 

"Upon iTr. Daggett's appointment a 
friend of mine was told by that gentleman 
fhat he owed me nothing and so a recom- 
mendation from me would be of no avail 
in getting a place in the Mint. In conse- 
quence I gave none till I beard that apfdi- 
cauts were Iieing asked by Mr. Daggett 
why tliev diiin't get letters from Mr. Ma- 
guire. i heard, too, that be had claimed 
that the reason my friends bad no places 
was becrnse I had not asked for them. 

"Kinally a friend of mine was told to get 
a letter from nie. To settle the mattei^, I 
wrote the letter. He did not get a place, 
and I have written no more." 

John E. Buckley, who represented the 
Thirty-first District in the T.egislature of 
1898, went to Mr. Daggett with a letter 
from Senator White. He said last night : 

"I bad TOtad for Mr. White and be was 
my friend. . So he gave me a warm letter 
of recommendation. Mr. Daggett said 
th:it .Mr. White was no friend of his.

THE FBIGE OF OIL 



Bomavkable laenaae Dniiaw tbe Past 
lloath. 

There has been considerable comment 
caused among the oil dealers in this city 
over the remarluble advance in the prices 
in refined and In crude oil during the past 
month. The crude article has rfsen 
from tl a barrel, which was the valtiation 
last month, to $i2 50 a barrel, which is the 
most recent. Eefined oil has also ad- 
vanced, though not so rapidly or to such 
an apparent extent. A inoiith :igo retined 
oil was selling for 1.3},i cents a gallon; now 
it is quoted at 17 '.-^ cents. 

The reasons for this extraordinary jump 
in prices is attributed by some to artUiciai 
means and by some to the natural decrease 
in the supply. The Stanrlard Oil Company 
is just now buying all the crude oil ol'ferecf, 
and as it sells only retined oil, it is dithcult 
to see what object the company may have 
in running up the price of the crude art- 
icle, however jnucl'i it might like to see re- 
lined oi! adv:ince. 

The indications are that the price will go 
still higher, for there seems to be no de- 
crease in the quotations on crude oil, and 
the refined oil must necessarily follow it in 
its upward tendency.

About six weeks ago, according to Miss 
Dowd, she met Annie Jackson again in 
Monterey, and found her preparing to 
leave for this city. Without knowing just 
how it happened, she found herself in the 
woman's company, and a few hours later 
arrived in t he city. 

The girl's parents notified the police of 
the affair and Officer McMurray was put 
on the case. After coiisideiable difficulty 
he located her iu a lodging-house at the 
corner of Fourth and Howard streets. She 
was promptly arrested, and alter a hearing 
yesterday committed to the Rescue Home. 

The ollicials of Monterey are anxious to 
find Annie Jackson, but thus far no traces 
of her have been found. It is stated that 
she married a young man of Monterey and 
deserted him on the following day, taking 
with her ^bjO and other valuables belong- 
ing to him. A warrant for ber arrest is in
